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Commander's  Message 


A  System  That  Works 


Jack  W.  Flynt 


As  your  National  Commander — 
— and  as  one  of  millions  who  went  to 
war  when  the  United  States  was  un- 
prepared— I  am  greatly  disturbed 
that  The  American  Legion  must 
again  speak  out  in  defense  of  military 
registration.  This  saddens  me,  even 
angers  me,  because  registration  alone 
is  no  more  than  a  half-step  in  the 
right  direction,  and  still  there  are 
those  who  would  eliminate  even  this 
compromise  measure  to  guarantee  ad- 
equate manpower  in  the  event  of  war. 

When  President  Carter  reinstituted 
registration  in  1980,  opinion  polls 
showed  overwhelming  public  support 
for  his  action.  In  fact,  67  percent  of 
those  polled  by  "The  Washington 
Post"  in  1980  indicated  they  would 
support  registration  and  a  return  to 
the  military  draft. 

Now  the  whole  issue  of  military 
manpower  is  being  debated  again. 
President  Reagan,  by  the  time  you 
read  this,  will  probably  have  an- 
nounced that  he  will  or  will  not  sup- 
port extending  registration  into  fiscal 
year  1983.  No  doubt  there  will  be 
more  polls,  and  Congressmen  will  rise 
to  speak  in  defense  of  their  views  on 
the  issue.  Regardless  of  the  outcome 
of  those  debates,  however,  The  Amer- 
ican Legion's  position  on  securing 
military  manpower  will  not  change: 
we  strongly  favor  not  only  the  con- 


tinuation of  registration,  but  also  a 
return  to  the  draft. 

Contrary  to  the  opinion  held  by 
those  who  are  critics  of  conscription, 
we  do  not  view  an  operable  selective 
service  system  as  posing  an  unwar- 
ranted government  intrusion  into  the 
lives  of  our  youth.  Nor  do  we  believe 
a  return  to  the  draft  means  a  return 
to  an  unfair  system  of  selection  which 
takes  advantage  of  the  poor  and  un- 
educated. By  the  time  the  U.S.  was 
pulling  out  of  Vietnam,  our  revamped 
selective  service  system  had  been 
operating  for  two  years  with:  a  ran- 
dom sequence  lottery;  no  occupa- 
tional, student  or  paternity  defer- 
ments (meaning  that  95  percent  of 
any  eligible  age  group  was  exposed  to 
the  possibility  of  induction) ;  and  reg- 
istrants ,  could  personally  present 
their  cases  for  deferment  before  their 
local  draft  boards. 

But  by  then,  the  damage  to  the  sys- 
tem's image  had  been  done.  Probably 
because  most  Americans  didn't  want 
to  send  any  more  of  our  boys  into  a 
bad  war,  they  asked  for  a  change.  So 
the  draft  was  allowed  to  die.  Realiz- 
ing that  our  need  for  a  military  force 
had  not  changed,  even  if  public  opin- 
ion had,  hopes  were  pinned  on  the 
success  of  the  All-Volunteer  Force 
(AVF)  concept  and  Congressional 
proponents  and  other  supporters 
claimed  they  could  make  it  work. 

That  was  in  1973.  Last  year,  for  the 
first  time  since  its  inception,  the  AVF 
finally  was  able  to  attract  enough 
men  and  women  to  meet  its  recruiting 
goals.  I  dare  say  many  didn't  join  be- 
cause of  patriotism,  duty  or  service  to 
country,  though  I  am  certain  each  is 
a  loyal  American  who  would  fight 
valiantly  if  it  became  necessary.  No, 
I  think  the  majority  of  volunteers 
joined  for  economic  reasons — it  took 
unprecedented  inflation  and  unem- 
ployment, soaring  food  and  medical 
costs,  and  the  highest  pay  scales  in 
the  history  of  the  military  to  merely 
reach  .  .  .  not  exceed  .  .  .  the  AVF 
manpower  quota. 

As  the  economy  improves,  and  im- 
prove it  must,  no  reasonable  person 
can  expect  "economic  conscription" 
to  continue  to  supply  an  adequate 
number  of  qualified  recruits.  The 
problem  is  compounded  by  the  so- 
called  "baby  bust"  of  the  1960s  and 
'70s,  and  by  the  government's  inten- 
tion to  adequately  man  a  projected

600-ship  Navy,  a  more  powerful  Air 
Force,  and  an  Army  that  aims  to  add 
some  100,000  troops  to  its  ranks  with- 
in the  next  few  years.  Where  will  the 
additional  manpower  come  from? 
The  AVF?  There  is  only  one  logical 
answer.  How  will  the  U.S.  be  able  to 
replace  the  wealth  of  trained  talent 
that  leaves  the  services  each  year? 
Again,  there  is  only  one  logical  an- 
swer: restore  the  draft. 

And  suppose — God  forbid — that  a 
war  broke  out.  What  then?  If  we  ex- 
amine our  armed  forces  in  its  totality 
— active  personnel,  reserve  forces  and 
its  capability  to  mobilize — the  rush 
to  answer  a  call  to  arms  would  be  of 
extremely  short  duration.  Active 
duty  forces  would  rally  quickly,  but 
with  large  gaps  in  places  that  should 
be  filled  by  reserve  units.  The  re- 
serves would  struggle  toward  readi- 
ness, trying  to  compensate  for  a 
grievous  lack  of  people  and  equip- 
ment, but  most  units  could  not  re- 
spond to  the  call  for  weeks.  And  the 
flow  of  everyday  citizens  needed  to 
fill  the  ranks  of  active  and  reserve 
units  alike — after  the  initial  rush  to 
join — would  be  a  mere  trickle  until 
the  almost  nonexistent  selective  ser- 
vice machinery  could  be  rebuilt  and 
brought  back  into  operation.  (As  a 
matter  of  fact,  though  the  Defense 
Department  won't  say  how  long  it 
would  take  the  U.S.  to  fully  mobilize 
in  the  event  of  war,  excluding  the 
time  it  takes  to  set  up  a  selective  ser- 
vice system,  they  do  say  it  would  take 
a  minimum  of  six  months  to  process 
a  raw  civilian  from  the  recruiting  sta- 
tion to  the  battlefield.) 

By  that  time,  active  units  in  com- 
bat may  have  been  decimated  and  re- 
serve units  either  gutted  to  provide 
replacements  or  flung  into  action 
shorthanded.  Such  makeshift  mea- 
sures are  sure  to  account  for  high 
combat  casualties  and,  in  these  days 
of  sophisticated  weaponry,  maybe 
even  a  war  that  is  lost  before  Ameri- 
cans could  mobilize. 

Today,  most  Americans  will  read- 
ily concede  the  logic  of  building 
weapons  as  a  deterrent  to  war.  They 
support  "peace  through  strength" 
while  overlooking  one  of  the  greatest 
benefits  to  be  derived  from  an  oper- 
able selective  service  system:  its  value 
as  a  deterrent.  Our  potential  adver- 
saries today  can  easily  see  the  lack 
of  depth  in  our  military  readiness 
posture — a  shallowness  that  cannot 
be  overcome  quickly  or  easily.  Many 


military  experts  believe  that  we  and 
our  NATO  allies  are  extremely  vul- 
nerable to  an  all-out  Warsaw  Pact 
blitzkrieg,  not  just  because  the  Soviet 
Union  and  its  allies  have  built  such 
overwhelming  standing  armies,  but 
because  we  lack  the  ability  to  mobi- 
lize in  time  to  adequately  reinforce 
the  troops  who  would  meet  the  initial 
onslaught.  The  absence  of  a  rapidly 
responsive  source  of  manpower  is 
probably  our  greatest  vulnerability. 

The  draft  would  also  solve  another 
of  our  problems:  that  of  insufficient 
reserve  forces  amounting  to  some 
500,000  people  in  the  Ready  Reserve 
alone.  When  we  had  the  draft,  the 
reserves  exceeded  their  authorized 
strength  for  the  simple  reason  that 
draftees  spent  two  years  on  active 
duty,  two  years  in  the  Ready  Reserve 
and  an  additional  two  years  in  the 
Standby  Reserve.  The  draft  automat- 
ically provided  for  a  sufficiently 
strong  and  well-trained  reserve  force, 
and  that  fact  was  never  overlooked  in 
the  strategy  planning  of  our  potential 
adversaries.

For  these  reasons  and  others,  it  is 
imperative  that  we  return  to  a  work- 
ing selective  service  system  even  if  it 
might  be  perceived  by  some  to  impose 
an  onerous  obligation  on  our  youth. 
That  was  a  concern  of  draft-age  citi- 
zens and  their  parents  during  the 
American  Revolution  and,  I  suspect, 
it  will  always  be  a  concern.  However, 
as  Thomas  Paine,  the  great  patriot  of 
1776,  put  it:  "Those  who  expect  to 
reap  the  blessings  of  freedom  must, 
like  men,  undergo  the  fatigue  of  sup- 
porting it." 

Life  in  this  country  confers  on  each 
of  us  a  unique  set  of  rights  and  privi- 
leges; it  also  confers  a  unique  set  of 
duties  and  responsibilities.  "It  may 
be  laid  down  as  a  primary  position 
and  the  basis  of  our  system,"  said 
George  Washington,  "that  every  citi- 
zen who  enjoys  the  protection  of  a 
free  government  owes  not  only  a  por- 
tion of  his  property,  but  even  of  his 
personal  services  to  the  defense  of  it." 

The  reasons  for  the  Legion's  posi- 
tion echo  that  sentiment.  We  realize 


that  these  are  perilous  times  .  . .  dan- 
gerous, unpredictable  times  that  re- 
quire every  hairsbreadth  of  military 
preparedness  and  individual  commit- 
ment this  nation  can  muster.  We  can- 
not afford  to  waste  precious  time 
debating  the  obvious. 

Those  nations  and  ideologies  that 
seek  to  destroy  the  American  way  of 
life  and  government  are  unequalled 
in  their  singleness  of  purpose  and 
are  unfatigued  by  the  sacrifices  de- 
manded. As  I  study  the  might  and 
readiness  of  our  enemies,  I  am  re- 
minded that  the  success  of  the  great 
American  experiment  in  individual 
freedom  is  not  something  indelibly 
carved  on  the  tablets  of  eternity.  It 
too  can  pass.  It  will  continue,  though, 
only  so  long  as  we  the  people  are  will- 
ing to  pay  the  price  of  preparedness. 

We  were  caught  unprepared  on 
December  7, 1941.  Three  months  ear- 
lier— even  with  half  the  world  at  war 
— a  bill  to  continue  the  draft  as  a 
source  of  military  manpower  passed 
by  only  one  vote.  Today,  we  again 
live  in  an  unstable  world.  The  lessons 
of  history  must  not  be  lost  on  us  now. 
The  time  has  come  to  do  away  with 
the  impotent  AVF  idea  and  return  to 
a  system  that  works.  O

News  to  Use 


Mobile  Home  Sales  Move  Forward 

The  only  segment  of  the  housing  industry  to  show  any  life  last  year  was 
the  mobile-home  sector  with  sales  of  about  250,000  units,  up  roughly  13 
percent  from  the  year  before.  Moreover,  a  similar  performance  is  expected 
in  1982  for  a  projected  total  of  maybe  275,000. 

Although  mobile  homes  account  for  only  about  15  percent  of  the  new 
home  supply,  several  old  drawbacks  gradually  are  being  eliminated: 

•  One  is  the  financing  hurdle.  These  days  you  can  acquire  a  mobile  home 
on  terms  fairly  close  to  on-site  housing.  Savings  and  loan  institutions  now  can 
put  more  funds  into  mobile-home  financing;  the  Federal  Natl.  Mortgage 
Assn.  recently  announced  it  will  buy  mortgages  on  mobile  homes  (providing 
they  are  situated  on  their  own  lots) ;  and  the  old  usury  ceilings  on  mortgages 
have  been  removed  to  increase  the  money  supply.  Current  estimates  are  that 
mobile  homes  are  being  sold  with  a  down  payment  of  18-19  percent  on  14- 
year  mortgages. 

•  Another  boon  is  the  trend  to  remove  restrictions  on  the  placement  of 
mobile  homes,  which  heretofore  were  limited  to  parks  and  rural  areas.  Now 
several  states  (among  them  California)  permit  placement  in  regular  resi- 
dential areas,  providing  compatibility  is  observed. 

•  A  third  thing,  a  resale  market — once  virtually  nonexistent — is  developing. 
In  fact,  many  mobile-home  owners  have  found  they  can  sell  at  a  tidy  profit 
if  the  home  is  in  good  shape. 

But  price,  of  course,  continues  to  be  the  major  mobile-home  attraction. 
The  latest  weighted  average  for  a  single-section  unit  is  in  the  neighborhood 
of  $18,500  (including  such  equipment  as  appliances  and  some  furniture) ; 
for  a  multi-section  job,  the  average  is  $25,000. 

Forecast:  Poor  Pay  Raises  In  '82 

Pay  raises  this  year  won't  come  easy  for  the  great  majority  of  working 
people.  That's  because  the  pace-setting  industries — autos,  steel,  rubber,  con- 
struction— aren't  in  good  shape  and  foreign  competition  is  a  constant,  grow- 
ing threat.  So  hikes  of  maybe  9  percent  overall — if  that — are  about  all  that's 
in  the  cards.  For  a  better  line  on  how  things  will  turn  out,  keep  your  eye  on 
the  following  union  contract  negotiations: 

•  Spring:  Food  processing,  trucking,  men's  and  women's  clothing,  rubber 
(where  union  "give-backs"  and  cost-of-living  reductions  are  sure  to  be  a 
factor) ,  chemicals,  paper  and  textiles. 

•  Summer:  Electrical  equipment  and  meatpacking. 

•  Fall-winter:  Autos  (this  one  will  be  rough,  with  job  security  a  big 
issue),  agricultural-construction-mining  equipment,  and  tobacco. 

Meantime,  pay  cuts,  wage  freezes  and  tougher  productivity  rules  are  grow- 
ing in  segments  of-  the  harder-pressed  industries.  Among  them:  airlines, 
some  steel  mills,  rubber  industry. 

On  the  brighter  side,  though,  employment  at  good  wages  should  pick  up 
in  the  defense  and  defense-related  industries,  and  the  College  Placement 
Council  sees  surprisingly  strong  prospects  for  college  grads,  particularly 
those  with  technical  degrees. 

Money-Matters  Memorandum 

Life  Insurance  Loans:  The  old,  inexpensive  loans  (some  at  rates  as  low  as 
5  percent)  permitted  in  life  insurance  policies  are  on  their  way  out.  Over  a 
dozen  states  already  have  passed  laws  enabling  insurance  companies  to  tie 
policy  loans  to  a  floating  bond  index  (recently  around  15  percent).  But 
note:  This  applies  only  to  new  policies — not  those  already  in  existence. 

Educational  Values:  If  the  soaring  costs  of  a  college  education  are  raising 
doubts  in  your  mind  about  sending  your  offspring  to  an  institution  of  higher 
learning,  these  statistics  may  be  worth  thinking  about:  Latest  Census  figures 
(for  1980)  show  that  college  grads  earn  an  average  of  about  $8,500  more 
per  year  than  high  school  grads.

Approve  The  President's  MX  Missile  Program?

On  October  2  of  this 
year  President  Ronald  Reagan  an- 
nounced his  strategic  modernization 
program  and  as  an  essential  part  of 
that  program  he  continued  MX  mis- 
■  ~  ivHkfe  sile  development.  The  current  pro- 
HL  posal  calls  for  a  continued  engineer- 

mk  JmBp.  ing  of  the  missile  with  an  interim 

deployment  of  the  MX  in  silos  cur- 
rently housing  the  Titan  and  Min- 
uteman  missiles.  I  support  the 
President  in  this  decision  and  com- 
mend him  for  the  courage  he  has  shown  in  making  it  at  a 
time  when  the  system  is  under  severe  attack  from  critics. 

The  question  so  often  posed  is:  Why  MX?  The  alter- 
natives the  President  has  examined  simply  failed  to 
meet  the  needs  of  the  nation's  strategic  requirements.  We 
are  faced  with  an  ever  growing  threat  from  the  Soviet 
Union,  a  threat  that  we  will  have  to  plan  now  to  meet 
during  the  next  20  years.  The  Soviets  continue  to  de- 
velop and  deploy  new  generations  of  missiles  and  it  has 
become  evident  that  they  are  about  to  begin  testing  yet 
another  group  of  missiles.  In  the  face  of  this  we  have  not 
deployed  a  new  ICBM  since  the  late  1960s  and  must 
face  up  to  the  reality  that  the  missiles  from  that  period 
are  experiencing  age  problems  and  must  be  replaced.  The 
President  has  taken  this  into  account  and  the  decision 
to  deploy  MX  in  an  interim  basing  mode  manifests  his 
concern. 

The  MX  will  increase  the  accuracy  of  our  missiles 
while  at  the  same  time  giving  us  increased  throwweight. 
When  you  couple  this  with  the  information  being  made 
available  concerning  the  advances  in  the  Ballistic  Mis- 
sile Defense  (BMD)  program  one  begins  to  see  the  wis- 
dom behind  the  decision.  By  calling  for  increased  harden- 
ing of  current  silos  and  allowing  more  time  to  find  a 
more  permanent  basing  mode,  the  President  has  thrown 
a  monkey  wrench  into  the  Soviet  defense  planner's  tar- 
geting analysis.  The  Russians  must  now  overcome  the 
increased  hardening  factor  and  attempt  to  plan  for  a 
future  basing  alternative  as  well.  This  will  result  in 
Soviet  defense  expenditures  that  may  well  prove  to  be 
useless  in  later  years. 

The  bottom  line  on  why  the  MX  was  a  good  decision 
can  be  summed  up  in  five  points: 

•  The  land-based  ICBM  is  and  will  continue  to  be  the 
cornerstone  of  our  strategic  nuclear  policy; 

•  Land-based  ICBM's  afford  us  the  quickest  reaction 
time  and  offer  greater  accuracy  and  throwweight; 

•  The  current  land-based  force  is  experiencing  serious 
aging  problems  and  the  cost  would  exceed  the  effective- 
ness of  refitting  them  completely; 

•  Command  and  control  of  ICBMs  is  at  the  most  secure 
level  of  any  part  of  the  strategic  force  and  will  be  im- 
proved even  more  with  the  President's  package; 

•  The  MX  decision  will  continue  to  cause  problems  for 
Soviet  defense  planners  well  into  the  future.

It  won't  work. 
Under  the  previous  Administra- 
tion, the  Air  Force  developed  a  plan 
to  build  200  missiles  and  shuttle 
them  deceptively  among  4,600  shel- 
ters. This  would  not  have  been  ade- 
quate, since  there  was  no  reason 
why  the  Soviets  could  not  deploy 
enough  warheads  to  destroy  all  the 
shelters  we  built.  Recognizing  this, 
our  Strategic  Arms  Limitation 
team  (SALT  II)  negotiated  a  cap 
on  the  number  of  ICBM  warheads  the  Soviets  could  de- 
ploy— a  cap  low  enough  for  the  MX  to  survive.  Multiple 
shelters  with  SALT  II  gave  us  a  survivable  system.  This 
is  why  SALT  II  enjoyed  support  from  the  high  com- 
mands of  the  U.S.  Air  Force  and  Strategic  Air  Command. 

By  refusing  to  ratify  the  treaty,  this  Administration 
destroyed  the  viability  of  the  multiple-shelter  system. 
Instead,  it  has  proposed  an  interim  measure  of  installing 
MX  in  superhardened  silos,  plus  further  study  of  three 
alternatives:  antiballistic  missile  (ABM)  defense  of 
silos;  continuous  airborne  alert;  and  deep-buried  missiles. 
There  are  very  definite  reasons  why  no  military  profes- 
sional would  have  chosen  this  course: 

•  The  proposed  doubling  of  silo  hardness  will  be  neu- 
tralized if  the  Soviets  improve  their  missile  accuracy  a 
mere  26  percent,  which  they  normally  do  about  every 
three  years.  Since  the  superhard  silos  won't  be  deployed 
until  1986,  they  will  then  be  less  survivable  than  our 
present  Minuteman  silos  are  today. 

•  ABM  defense  involves  compound  uncertainties.  In 
both  WWII  and  Vietnam,  prewar  predictions  gave  anti- 
aircraft defenses  more  than  50  percent  effectiveness,  but 
in  reality  they  achieved  only  2  to  5  percent.  An  ABM 
defense  must  be  at  least  80  percent  effective,  the  first 
time,  against  possibly  unknown  and  untestable  counter- 
measures.  This  can  never  be  a  high-confidence  solution. 

•  Continuous  airborne  alert  requires  a  new  type  of 
missile-launching  aircraft,  each  of  which  can  be  kept 
aloft  about  50  percent  of  its  lifetime.  Even  if  this  can 
be  done,  public  opposition  would  preclude  orbiting  over 
the  United  States  with  live  nuclear  warheads,  while  over- 
ocean  orbits  would  be  vulnerable  to  Soviet  ship-based 
antiaircraft  missiles. 

Burying  the  missiles  a  mile  underground  and  enabling 
them  to  dig  their  way  out  might  work,  although  the  ex- 
pense would  be  great  and  the  environmental  impact 
large.  But  digging  out  would  require  days  or  possibly 
weeks,  and  would  thus  be  useless  for  a  first-strike  or  for 
a  quick  "counterforce"  response.  Since  quick  response  is 
essential  to  the  present  Administration's  concept  of  nu- 
clear war  fighting,  deep-burying  will  not  be  accepted. 

Rather  than  spending  billions  to  maintain  a  temporary 
pretense,  we  should  forget  about  a  new  ICBM  and  spend 
our  military  budget  where  it  can  contribute  to  national 
security.

Pricing  A  House  As  A  Home 

There's  a  subtle  change  taking  place  in  the  Consumer 
Price  Index  (CPI),  the  government's  most  widely  used 
monthly  measurement  of  the  cost  of  living  and  inflation. 

The  CPI,  ever  a  subject  of  controversy,  has  become 
even  more  so  during  the  past  few  years  as  inflation  rose 
sharply.  Critics  say  that  the  housing  element  in  the  cost- 
of-living  list  became  distorted  as  the  price  of  homes 
soared.  Now,  the  CPI  will  substitute  "rental  equiva- 
lence," that  is,  the  cost  of  the  house  as  a  shelter  rather 
than  investment. 

The  change  seems  simple  enough,  but  the  criticism 
continues  unabated  with  cross-claims  that  the  reform  will 
add  or  detract  income  from  Social  Security  beneficiaries. 
From  time  to  time,  cries  arise  for  a  major  restructuring 
of  the  CPI,  but  drawing  up  an  acceptable  new  list  of 
cost-of-living  items  has  failed  to  achieve  consensus. 

Like  It  or  Not,  More  Live  Alone 

A  nationwide  survey  conducted  by  the  Census  Bureau 
shows  one  out  of  four  residences  are  occupied  by  those 
preferring  to  live  alone.  This  group  represents  23  per- 
cent of  all  households.  According  to  the  study,  this 
growth  is  not  only  related  to  the  rise  in  separation  and 
divorce,  but  also  to  the  number  of  unmarried  people 
under  the  age  of  35. 

It  also  appears  the  majority  of  those  living  alone  to- 
day are  women,  though  the  number  of  solitary  men  is 
also  on  the  increase. 

In  other  findings,  unmarried  couple  households  have 
tripled  from  523,000  in  1970  to  1.56  million  in  1980. 
These  households  are  defined  by  the  bureau  as  "those 
occupied  by  two  unrelated  adults  of  the  opposite  sex, 
with  or  without  children  under  15  present."  Unmarried 
partners  represented  about  2  percent  of  all  households  in 
1980,  with  63  percent  under  the  age  of  35. 

Congress  Eyes  High  Speed  Trains 

Some  Congressional  leaders  are  favorably  eyeing  the 
high-speed  train  service  connecting  major  urban  areas  in 
England,  France  and  Japan,  as  a  means  of  improving 
America's  troubled  transport  system. 

The  "bullet  trains,"  hurtling  at  100  mph,  would  serve 
an  important  role  in  helping  revitalize  the  nation's  de- 
clining economy  by  creating  new  businesses  and  jobs, 
according  to  a  study  by  the  Joint  Economic  Committee 
of  Congress.  In  contrast,  our  train  system's  speed  has 
slipped  over  the  past  three  decades  from  an  average  of 
75  mph  to  40  mph  today. 

Relatively  fast  track  transport  is  available  only  in 
the  heavily  populated  Boston-New  York- Washington 
corridor,  and  its  popularity  is  seen  as  an  indication  that 
travelers  will  switch  from  auto  to  train  when  provided 
with  fast,  frequent,  safe  and  reliable  service.  With  high- 
ways deteriorating,  skies  crowding  and  the  price  of  gas 
rising,  a  rapid  transit  system  would  encourage  increasing 
ridership,  the  legislators  feel,  calling  for  private  develop- 
ment with  some  federal  aid.

Stan  Gold  is  no  stranger  to  under- 
water scares.  The  50-year-old  veteran 
scuba  diver  has  dealt  with  equipment 
failure,  warded  off  sharks,  handled 
lobsters  the  size  of  cocker  spaniels, 
and  yet,  just  telling  about  his  latest 
adventure  makes  him  shudder. 

He  and  other  divers  had  made  a 
130-foot  dive  off  Block  Island  to 
reach  a  sunken  WWII  U-boat.  "I 
couldn't  believe  how  it  looked," 
Gold  recalled.  "It  was  lying  on  the 
bottom  like  some  movie  set,  waiting 
for  a  director  to  shout  'Action.' " 

The  sub  had  lain  on  the  bottom 
since  the  last  day  of  WWII.  Irony 
surrounded  its  sinking.  Hunting  off 
the  U.S.  coastline,  its  23-year-old 
commander  had  observed  strict  radio 
silence  and  so  launched  an  attack — 
not  knowing  the  war  had  ended. 
Neither  he  nor  any  of  his  crew  sur- 
vived when  a  U.S.  Navy  destroyer's 
depth  charges  found  their  mark.  Now, 
35  years  later,  the  sub  has  become  a 
prize   attraction   for   scuba  diving 


Within  minutes  one  diver  picked 
up  a  sextant,  then  another  came  up- 
on a  logbook,  its  sodden  pages  still 
intact.  Finally  the  party  saw  what 
even  now  makes  Gold  shiver  invol- 
untarily. 

"The  beam  of  my  light  hit  them," 
Gold  said.  "The  bones  of  a  crew 
member  lay  on  the  deck,  probably 
where  he  had  been  stationed.  The 
entire  crew  was  there,  at  least  their 
bones.  That  was  it  for  us.  We  left 
right  then.  But  it  still  was  an  experi- 
ence that  rates  as  one  of  the  rarest. 
How  many  people  who  go  sightseeing 
on  dry  land  have  experiences  that 
can  top  it?" 

Not  very  many  perhaps.  But  there 
are  enough  scuba  divers  visiting 
sunken  wrecks  to  make  wreckdiving 
one  of  the  fastest-growing  underwater 
activities.  With  good  reason  wreck- 
divers  are  considered  the  elite  among 
scuba  divers.  They  have  the  experi- 
ence to  descend  and  operate  at  the 
extreme  depths  where  sunken  wrecks 
lie.  Perhaps  more  important,  they 
possess  the  moxie  to  thread  their  way 


world.  In  August  1978,  Shourot  fer- 
ried Baltimore  diver  Mike  Hillier  to 
the  site  off  Long  Island  where  the 
steamer  Oregon  had  sunk  90  years 
before.  Hillier  had  already  made  one 
dive  on  the  wreck  and  spied  a  prize 
wreckdivers  dream  about. 

There  in  the  ship's  passageways, 
swinging  gently  in  the  ocean  cur- 
rents, were  silver  chandeliers.  It  took 
Hillier  and  19  other  divers  two  days 
to  free  seven  of  them  and  bring  them 
to  the  surface. 

There's  a  touch  of  envy  in  Shour- 
ot's  voice  as  he  comments,  "I  can't 
imagine  what  they  were  worth.  They 
were  absolutely  beautiful,  priceless." 
Shourot  had  known  about  the  chan- 
deliers for  many  years,  but  had 
been  unable  to  reach  them.  However, 
as  the  ship  decayed,  the  area  where 
they  hung  became  more  accessible, 
giving  Hillier  his  chance. 

But  Shourot  hardly  needs  consol- 
ing. His  office  is  decorated  with  me- 
mentos he  has  personally  snatched 
from  the  ocean's  grasp — delicate 
china,   portholes,   small   arms,  oak

tourists. 

Since  Gold  and  his  fellow  divers 
were  operating  at  the  extreme  limit 
of  sport  scuba  diving's  capability, 
their  time  on  the  bottom  was  limited. 
Mindful  of  this  they  quickly  swam 
to  the  sub.  When  they  found  the  con- 
ning tower  open,  they  went  inside, 
using  powerful  searchlights  to  cut  a 
path  through  the  inky  darkness  and 
trailing  a  rope  behind  so  they  could 
find  their  way  out. 


through  tangled  steel  and  pitch  black 
interiors  where  less  confident  divers 
might  become  disoriented  or  just 
plain  terrified. 

"Wreckdiving's  the  top  of  the  lad- 
der for  anyone  who  stays  active  in 
the  sport,"  says  Bob  Shourot,  whose 
Bay  Shore,  NY,  diving  operations 
include  one  of  the  nation's  few  com- 
mercial diver  training  schools. 

Some  of  his  income  comes  from 
helping  others  explore  the  undersea 


steering  wheels,  cannonballs,  bronze 
anchors  and  enough  other  prizes  to 
outfit  a  small  seafaring  museum. 
With  his  lean  build,  goatee,  and  con- 
fident manner,  Shourot  reminds  one 
of  a  buccaneer — and  has  probably 
spent  as  much  time  below  the  ocean 
as  those  swashbucklers  once  spent  on 
its  surface.  "I  couldn't  begin  to  pay 
for  the  enjoyment  I've  had  under- 
water," he  says.  Then,  rhetorically.

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A  Win  For 
The  West 

How  a  tiny  Caribbean  nation 
gave  Castro  the  "boot"

"We  are  not  involved  in  giving  birth 
to  a  new  child,"  says  Prime  Minister 
Edward  Seaga  of  Jamaica.  "We  are 
trying  to  revive  a  dead  patient." 

The  patient  is  Jamaica.  Now,  at 
least,  it's  breathing  again,  thanks  to 
heavy  doses  of  Western  aid  and  free 
enterprise  administered  by  Seaga,  a 
Boston-born,  Harvard-educated  cham- 
pion of  democracy.  Still,  the  scars 
will  be  a  long  time  healing. 

Until  Seaga's  election  in  October 
1980,  Jamaica  was  near  collapse  after 
eight  years  of  ruinous  mismanage- 
ment and  radical  socialism.  The  once 
carefree  Caribbean  island  of  2.1  mil- 
lion was  sliding  straight  into  bank- 
ruptcy, political  chaos  and  a  Castro 
takeover.  An  estimated  5,000  Cuban 
"advisers"  roamed  almost  at  will 
across  the  Connecticut-size  country, 
many  doubling  as  intelligence  agents 
or  Communist  organizers.  Mean- 
while, hundreds  of  young  Jamaicans 
were  flying  to  Cuba  each  month  for 
a  year's  indoctrination  and  training 
as  Castro-styled  brigadistas.  By  late 
1980,  more  than  1,500  of  them  were 
back  in  Jamaica,  ready  for  action. 

A  Cuban-trained  paramilitary 
force,  nearly  as  large  as  Jamaica's 
6,000-man  army  and  police  combined, 


posed  a  mounting  threat  of  revolution 
or  civil  war.  Rioting  in  the  slums  of 
Kingston  spread  fear  throughout  the 
capital  city  and  beyond.  As  election 
time  neared,  followers  of  Prime  Min- 
ister Michael  Manley  and  his  leftist 
People's  National  Party  (PNP)  took 
to  the  streets,  turning  the  workers' 
districts  of  Kingston  into  virtual 
battlefields.  During  the  entire  nine- 
month  campaign,  nearly  700  Jamai- 
cans were  killed,  most  of  them  by 
gunfire.  Hundreds  of  others  were 
wounded,  including  a  leading  parlia- 
mentary candidate  of  Seaga's  Ja- 
maica Labour  Party  (JLP)  who  was 
shot  by  a  speargun. 

On  October  30,  1980,  defying 
widespread  violence  and  intimidation, 
more  than  80  percent  of  Jamaica's 
voters  went  to  the  polls  and  sent 
Manley's  two-term  regime  crashing 
to  defeat.  Seaga  and  the  JLP  won  57 
percent  of  the  popular  vote  and  51 
of  the  60  seats  in  parliament. 

It  was  a  stunning  setback  as  well 
for  Manley's  close  friends  and  sup- 
porters in  Havana  and  Moscow. 
Their  dreams  of  turning  the  Carib- 
bean into  a  "red  sea"  suddenly  had 
turned  sour.  Lamented  Radio  Mos- 
cow: "We  have  lost  a  very  valuable 
friend  and  ally."  By  contrast,  the 
Western  world  welcomed  back  a  key 


partner,  one  that  had  seemed  all  but 
lost.  In  January  1981,  President 
Reagan  received  Seaga  as  his  first 
official  visitor  to  the  White  House. 

How  and  why  Jamaica  suddenly 
and  dramatically  changed  direction  is 
a  story  of  uncommon  courage  by  a 
people  determined  to  defend  their 
freedom  against  heavy  odds.  Other 
island  nations  of  the  Carribbean, 
some  of  which  had  seemed  about  to 
go  Castro's  way,  have  found  new 
heart  and  fresh  hope  in  Jamaica's 
example.  Whether  the  tide  finally 
turns  all  the  way,  however,  will  de- 
pend on  Jamaica's  ability  to  recover 
from  its  near  disaster  and  to  put  its 
economic  house  back  in  order.  It's  an 
immense  task,  one  requiring  patience, 
fortitude  and  hard  work  by  the  Ja- 
maican people,  plus  all  the  determi- 
nation and  ingenuity  their  remark- 
able new  leader  can  muster. 

On  taking  office,  Seaga  inherited 
an  empty  treasury,  debts  totaling 
over  $2  billion,  30  percent  inflation, 
unemployment  ranging  between  35 
and  45  percent  and  a  soaring  crime 
rate.  The  violence  and  disorders  of 
the  Manley  years  had  frightened 
away  both  tourists  and  businessmen. 
Private  investors  were  repelled  by 
the  growing  socialization  of  com- 
merce, industry  and  agriculture. 
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When  Edward  Seaga  was  elected 
Prime  Minister  of  Jamaica,  the 
jubilation  of  people  who'd  borne 
the  brunt  of  leftist  Prime  Minister 
Michael  Manley's  Communist 
policies  was  apparent.  Manley's 
two-term,  Cuba-supported  admin- 
istration caused  riots  that  were 
met  with  tanks  ( opposite  page) , 
emptied  the  national  treasury, 
caused  soaring  inflation  and 
massive  unemployment. 


By  1980,  nearly  half  of  the  island's 
professional  class  had  fled  the  coun- 
try in  a  "brain  drain." 

In  an  exclusive  interview  at  Ja- 
maica House,  the  Prime  Minister's 
residence  on  the  outskirts  of  Kings- 
ton, 51-year-old  Seaga  gave  The 
American  Legion  Magazine  a  pre- 
cise inside  picture  of  his  country's 
problems  and  prospects.  "Between 
1972  and  1980,"  he  said,  "Jamaica 
experienced  eight  consecutive  years 
of  negative  growth — the  worst  record 
of  any  country  in  the  world.  Along 
with  this  came  a  deterioration  in  the 
standard  of  living  which  fell  by  an 
average  of  57  percent — and  more  for 
the  poor  segment  of  the  population. 

"In  addition  to  the  disastrous  eco- 
nomic picture,"  said  Seaga,  "there 
was  the  threat  of  a  whole  new  ideo- 
logical scenario.  By  1974,  the  Man- 
ley  government  had  decided  it  was 
going  to  go  to  the  Left,  and  within 
the  PNP  a  group  of  radical  leftists 
eventually  took  control  of  the  (rul- 
ing) party.  The  new  political  ideol- 
ogy that  emerged,"  he  said,  "was 
aided  by  relations  with  Cuba — specif- 
ically between  Manley  and  Castro. 
There  was  a  constant  Cuban  presence 
in  Jamaica.  The  Cubans  were  be- 
ginning to  usurp  local  authority  in 
such  an  arrogant  manner  that  Jamai- 


cans got  the  feeling  they  were  being 
taken  over." 

How  deeply  involved  were  the 
Cubans? 

"We  definitely  had  personnel 
from  the  Cuban  DGI  (intelligence 
service)  in  our  midst,"  said  Seaga. 
"Although  the  Cubans  did  have  a 
very  active  technical  assistance  pro- 
gram here,  we  never  knew  how  many 
were  genuine  technicians  and  how 
many  were  undercover  agents.  They 
came  and  went  with  a  degree  of  free- 
dom  that  was  quite  extraordinary. 
This  was  one  of  the  things  that  Ja- 
maicans became  concerned  about." 

It's  now  clear  that  Manley  serious- 
ly misjudged  the  fiercely  independent 
character  of  the  Jamaican  people,  and 
made  some  gross  tactical  errors.  Look- 
ing back  on  his  defeat,  Manley's  my- 
opic appraisal  was:  "What  we  did  was 
challenge  the  power  of  the  Western 
economic  structure."  Actually,  he  did 
a  great  deal  more  than  that. 

In  April  1979,  with  Jamaica's 
economy  in  a  shambles  and  shortages 
of  food  and  other  essentials  causing 
riots,  Manley  flew  to  Moscow  to 
seek  advice  and  support  from  his 
Soviet  friends.  In  a  speech  there,  he 
praised  Brezhnev  as  "our  respected 
comrade,  the  genuine  friend  of  all  na-

Goliath  wore  a  helmet  of  bronze  when 
he  fought  the  shepherd  David.  The 
Greeks  and  Romans  donned  ornate 
helmets  garnished  with  plumes  when 
they  ventured  into  battle.  Knights 
of  the  Middle  Ages  were  decked  out 
in  complete  suits  of  armor.  With  the 
advent  of  firearms,  however,  tradi- 
tional protective  garb  was  abandoned 
in  favor  of  less  cumbersome  gear — 
mobility,  not  personal  safety,  be- 
came the  paramount  objective.  Thus, 
during  the  American  Civil  War, 
soldiers  on  both  sides  protected  their 
heads  with  little  more  than  cloth 
caps  and  constant  prayer. 

Headgear  changed  again  with  the 
introduction  of  barbed  wire  and  ma- 
chine guns,  causing  battlefield  mobil- 
ity to  all  but  disappear.  Opposing 
armies  of  the  Great  War  were  forced 
to  dig  in  and  man  trench  networks  if 
they  were  to  escape  brutal  barrages 
focused  on  their  stationary  troop  con- 
centrations. With  bodies  fairly  well 
protected  on  both  sides  by  sandbags 
and  earth,  heads  once  again  became 
prime  targets. 

This  circumstance  gave  birth  to 
various  helmet  designs,  including  the 
famous  British  model  invented  by 
Londoner  John  Leopold  Brodie.  His 
flat  "tin  hat"  became  the  standard 


combat  headgear  for  English-speak- 
ing troops  on  both  sides  of  the  At- 
lantic, and  among  the  millions  of 
doughboys  who  wore  Brodie's  cre- 
ation were  Maj.  Robert  P.  Patterson 
and  Sgt.  Harold  G.  Sydenham.  Both 
were  to  play  crucial  roles  in  the  de- 
velopment of  the  famous  U.S.  "steel 
pot"  helmet  introduced  during 
World  War  II.  Until  now,  however, 
history  has  neglected  to  afford  them 
the  recognition  they  deserve. 

Though  it  is  affectionately  remem- 
bered, the  tin  hat  was  not  favored  by 
all  since  it  left  a  great  deal  of  head 
area  vulnerable.  A  committee  led  by 
Brashford  Dean,  the  noted  authority 
on  arms  and  armor,  was  formed  in 
1917  to  develop  an  American  helmet, 
but  none  of  its  proposals  were 
adopted,  primarily  because  the  best 
designs  resembled  the  type  of  helmet 
worn  by  the  Germans.  The  Armistice 
of  the  following  year  released  four 
million  men  to  civilian  life,  leaving 
the  U.S.  Army  warehouses  stuffed 
with  surplus  helmets  and  the  ail- 
American  helmet  project  dormant. 

Meanwhile,  Patterson  and  Syden- 
ham were  going  their  separate  ways. 
Having  received  a  commission  over- 
seas, Lt.  Harold  Sydenham  decided  to 
remain  in  the  Army.  By  the  late  1920s, 
the  dapper  Nebraskan  had  become  a 
self-made  engineer  owing  to  his  ex- 
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perimentation  in  improving  soldiers' 
weapons  and  equipment.  Following  a 
tour  in  the  Philippines  (where  he 
became  annoyed  at  having  to  wear 
the  heavy  steel  helmet  in  tropic  heat 
during  parades  and  other  peacetime 
activities),  Sydenham  was  stationed 
at  the  Presidio  of  San  Francisco  as 
the  Army's  representative  during  the 
construction  of  the  Golden  Gate 
Bridge.  It  was  there  that  he  first  de- 
vised a  unique  concept  for  the  U.S. 
infantry  helmet  by  fashioning  an 
identically  shaped  model  out  of  a  felt 
campaign  hat.  He  wore  it  undetected 
for  some  time. 

His  subsequent  proposal  that  the 
Army  adopt  such  a  device  as  a  re- 
movable liner  for  the  helmet  and  as 
a  replacement  for  both  the  campaign 
hat  and  the  pith  helmet,  however, 
was  rejected.  It  would  be  another 
decade  before  the  Army  would  be 
willing  to  listen  to  the  inventor's 
idea.  In  1939  he  was  assigned  to  the 
Infantry  Board's  Department  of  Ex- 
periments at  Fort  Benning,  GA. 

Meanwhile,  ex-major  Robert  Pat- 


terson had  resumed  his  law  career  in 
New  York,  eventually  becoming  a 
judge.  In  July  1940 — the  month 
France  fell — Patterson  was  ap- 
pointed Assistant  Secretary  of  War. 
During  the  following  month  he  was 
asked  to  approve  a  contract  for  more 
tin  hats.  "Are  these  the  same  old 
helmets  we  had  in  1918?"  he  asked. 
Upon  finding  that  they  were,  he  re- 
fused to  authorize  their  purchase  and 
ordered  that  a  new  design  be 
adopted.  It  was  readily  apparent  that 
the  shallow  WWI  trench  helmet 
could  not  provide  adequate  protec- 
tion against  the  weapons  of  modern 
warfare.  Nevertheless,  it  was  still  a 
courageous  decision  because  the 
jaunty  tin  hat  was  an  emotionally 
popular  symbol  of  both  the  dough- 
boys' victory  in  1918  and  of  the  gal- 
lant lone  stand  then  being  made  by 
the  British  against  the  Nazis. 

Not  surprisingly,  Patterson's  order 
was  waylaid  for  over  two  months — 
until  President  Roosevelt  won  a  third 
term.  Only  then  did  the  Army  re- 
quest that  a  new  helmet  be  designed. 


Ordnance,  which  had  actually  re- 
sumed manufacturing  the  M/1917 
helmets  in  September  of  that  year 
after  Patterson  (who  was  now  an 
under  secretary  of  war)  had  asked  for 
a  new  design,  had  no  acceptable  de- 
sign to  offer.  Then  someone  remem- 
bered Sydenham's  proposal  of  years 
earlier.  As  the  Christmas  holidays 
approached,  the  task  of  designing  a 
new  helmet  was  given  to  Fort  Ben- 
ning's  Infantry  Board's  Test  Section 
(formerly  the  Department  of  Experi- 
ments) and  Maj.  Harold  G.  Syden- 
ham was  put  in  charge  of  the  project. 

Working  in  coordination  with  Ord- 
nance liaison,  Sydenham  included 
his  earlier  idea  of  a  separate,  light- 
weight liner  within  a  steel  shell — 
formed  like  a  perfect  sphere  since 
that  shape  was  the  best  to  deflect 
moving  objects  striking  at  any  angle. 
To  determine  a  universal  fit,  an  aver- 
age soldier's  head  was  covered  with 
clay  one  inch  thick.  The  brim  line 
was  established  by  trimming  the  clay 
to  conform  to  limitations  imposed  by

Comeback 

Complete? 

Once  considered  an  ugly 
stepchild  of  the  Vietnam  War, 
ROTC  units  are 
enjoying  renewed  favor

Cat  calls,  demonstrations  and  riots  were  the  daily  fare 
of  ROTC-^-the  Reserve  Officer's  Training  Corps — dur- 
ing the  latter  days  of  the  Vietnam  War.  On  some  cam- 
puses anyone  sufficiently  motivated,  and  armed  with  a 
bullhorn,  could  persuade  demonstrators  to  march  on  an 
ROTC  office.  Marine  Corps  ROTC  professor  at  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  Maj.  Burton  Quist,  was  in 
New  England  recruiting  at  the  time.  He  recalled  just 
how  bad  it  could  get:  "At  the  tail  end  of  the  war,  it  was 
a  miserable  experience  for  anyone  wearing  a  uniform 
on  campus.  Men  from  my  office  were  in  the  middle  of 
a  near  riot  at  Boston  University.  Boston's  Tactical  Po- 
lice Squad  had  to  be  called  in  to  rescue  them,  and  they 
were  escorted  off  campus  under  a  hail  of  snowballs." 

It  was  only  11  years  ago  that  Molotov  cocktails  were 
thrown  into  Princeton's  Armory  protesting  ROTC  pres- 
ence on  campus,  and  chicken  blood  was  sprayed  over 
ROTC  classrooms  at  the  City  College  of  New  York. 
Few  ROTC  cadets  near  urban  areas  voluntarily  wore 
I  the  uniform  on  campus. 

No  one  wants  to  predict  whether  campuses  will  stay 
calm  in  the  future,  or  how  ROTC  will  fare  if  they  don't, 
but  ROTC's  history  indicates  it's  a  survivor.  Over  40,000 
curious,  noncommittal  freshmen  took  a  stab  at  Army 
ROTC  in  1981,  over  55,000  for  the  services  as  a  whole. 
Maj.  Gavin  Shaffer,  ROTC  executive  officer  at  Drexel 
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University,  said  of  the  freshman:  "They're  experiment- 
ing .  .  .  They're  trying  out  a  number  of  things,  and  ROTC 
is  only  one  of  them."  According  to  the  Army's  Training 
and  Doctrine  Command  (TRADOC)  in  Fort  Monroe, 
VA,  less  than  half  of  the  freshmen  can  be  expected  to 
take  classes  in  the  following  year.  Right  now  there  are 
about  12,000  sophomores  in  Army  ROTC,  and  about 
two-thirds  will  eventually  be  commissioned.  Despite  the 
drop-off  rate,  getting  40,000  freshmen  to  voluntarily 
sign  up  for  anything  is  no  small  achievement.  If  the 
Army  could  get  12,000  of  this  year's  freshmen  commis- 
sioned, it  would  exceed  the  goals  that  have  been  set  for 
1985,  when  they're  due  to  graduate. 

The  heavy  reliance  the  Army  places  on  getting  ROTC 
officers  every  year  is  nothing  new.  Since  World  War  I, 
ROTC  has  been  the  backbone  of  the  nation's  officer 
training  program.  Over  70  percent  of  today's  Army  of- 
ficers are  graduates  of  ROTC,  and  more  than  300,000 
have  been  commissioned  since  1945.  In  1920,  Princeton's 
first  ROTC  unit  attracted  students  because  it  gave 
them  an  opportunity  to  ride  horses  intended  to  draw 
75mm  guns.  The  students  liked  to  use  the  horses  for 
polo  matches.  Now  the  Army  brochures  list  as  one  of 
ROTC's  benefits:  "Opportunity  for  adventure  training 
in  airborne,  ranger,  mountaineering,  rafting,  and  others." 
Polo  ponies  and  rafting  adventures  are  attractive  re- 
cruiting techniques,  but  the  success  or  failure  of  ROTC 
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in  continuing  to  attract  and  train  battle-ready  officers 
seems  more  to  the  point. 

However,  according  to  Col.  John  Milani  at  TRADOC, 
getting  them  battle  ready  isn't  the  whole  point,  at  least 
not  on  campus.  "We're  trying  to  identify  and  attract 
those  who'll  make  good  officers  after  further  training," 
he  said.  "The  Army  is  interested  in  a  more  intellectual 
image  as  far  as  ROTC  is  concerned.  Marching  around 
in  formation  has  been  de-emphasized."  ROTC  student 
commanders  still  get  them  out  on  the  commons  to  sound 
off,  but  the  complex  nature  of  today's  defense  assign- 
ment has  put  a  great  premium  on  intelligence  and  judg- 
ment. As  Milani  explained  it:  "We  teach  decision  mak- 
ing, in  a  decision-making  environment."  Much  of  ROTC 
recruiting  literature  stresses  the  management  experi- 
ence it  gives,  because  today's  student  is  acutely  aware 
that  management  experience  looks  good  on  a  resume. 

The  'R'  in  ROTC  stands  for  Reserve,  but  in  practice 
ROTC  has  become  the  training  program  for  active  duty 
officers.  This  is  acceptable  for  the  Air  Force  and  the 
combined  Navy/Marine  program,  but  the  Army  has  the 
large  responsibility  of  staffing  the  Reserves  and  Nation- 
al Guard  as  well.  Two-star  Gen.  Daniel  French  just  fin- 
ished a  two-year  tour  of  duty  as  Deputy  Chief  of  Staff 
at  TRADOC,  where  his  responsibility  was  ROTC.  Of 
the  overall  effort  he  said:  "We've  made  dramatic  im- 
provements in  the  enrollment  and  commissioning  of 
officers  in  the  regular  army.  But  we  need  to  do  much 
better  in  the  Guard  and  Reserve." 

Last  year,  of  the  6,300  officers  commissioned  by  the 
Army  through  ROTC,  less  than  1,000  went  into  the  Re- 
serve or  National  Guard.  According  to  General  French, 
the  Army's  ideas  for  improving  the  number  of  officers 
going  Reserve  include  setting  aside  scholarships  for  the 
Reserve,  putting  Reserve  officers  on  campuses  as  in- 
structors, and  expanding  the  program  so  a  student  can 
simultaneously  be  a  member  of  the  Reserve  and  an 
ROTC  cadet  as  well,  drawing  pay  for  both. 

In  a  tight-money  era,  the  benefits  offered  by  ROTC 
have  not  been  overlooked  by  students  scrambling  to 
make  ends  meet.  Major  Shaffer  observed:  "Today,  the 
first  thing  students  are  thinking  about  is  jobs.  The  eco- 
nomic climate  has  turned  around  since  the  early  '70s. 
They're  all  very  aware  of  the  financial  benefits  of 
ROTC."  ROTC  gives  out  four-,  three-,  and  two-year 
scholarships  that  pay  100  percent  of  tuition,  textbooks 
and  lab  fees,  in  addition  to  a  base  pay  of  $100  per 
month.  For  a  four-year-scholarship  student  at  a  private 
college,  that  could  work  out  to  more  than  $30,000  worth 
of  benefits.  The  total  number  of  scholarships  avail-

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INVENTIONS 
NEEDED!

For  years  inventors  have  been  in- 
spired by  Emerson's  observation 
that  "if  a  man  can . .  .  make  a  better 
mousetrap  than  his  neighbor,  though 
he  builds  his  house  in  the  woods, 
the  world  will  make  a  beaten  path  to 
his  door."  Unfortunately,  "it  ain't 
necessarily  so." 

A  man  named  Joseph  Sugarman 
found  that  out  not  long  ago  when 
he  tried  to  market  a  super-mouse- 
trap. Taking  time  out  from  promot- 
ing various  inventions  that  had  made 
money  for  him,  he  offered  a  mouse- 
trap to  end  all  mousetraps,  one  that 
employed  a  laser  beam.  It  did  not 
sell.  It  seems  that  few  wanted  to 
catch  mice  badly  enough  to  pay  the 
S1X00  price  tag  on  the  trap.  The 
moral  is  that  technology  is  only  part 
of  the  job  of  inventing.  There  can 
be  economic  problems  or  the  timing 
may  be  wrong. 

No  less  an  inventor  than  Edwin 
H.  Land  encountered  problems  a  few 
years  ago  when  he  introduced  in- 
stant motion  pictures.  The  invention 
itself  worked  out,  but  it  sold  poorly 
and  the  company  lost  millions. 

Even  the  mighty  Exxon  Corpora- 
tion can  be  burned.  It  recently  be-

came  so  excited  over  a  new  inven- 
tion that  it  bought  a  company  to 
manufacture  it.  The  invention  was 
an  electronic  controller  for  motors, 
designed  to  save  energy.  Unfortu- 
nately, some  bugs  developed  and  the 
invention  had  to  be  set  aside  while 
Exxon  went  to  work  on  a  new  design. 

Problems  can  thus  erupt  that 
Emerson  never  dreamed  of,  and  if 
you  plan  to  do  something  about  your 
big  ideas  it  is  well  to  keep  the  risks 
in  mind. 

Even  so,  this  is  a  good  time  for 
inventive  people.  In  fact,  the  oppor- 
tunities were  never  better  and  many 
realize  it — just  last  year  the  U.S. 
Patent  Office  examined  a  record 
105,000  applications,  the  first  signif- 
icant yearly  increase  since  1971. 
Right  now  there  is  a  demand  for  all 
sorts  of  things  that  will  make  more 


efficient  use  of  energy.  Buyers  are 
also  looking  for  items  that  will  pro- 
vide more  security  at  home  and  else- 
where. There  is  a  need  for  items  that 
will  improve  one's  physical  condi- 
tion, or  help  fill  leisure  time,  or 
help  people  in  their  occupations. 

Nor  does  the  idea  have  to  be 
revolutionary.  Everyone  is  aware 
that  windmills  once  produced  a  lot 
of  power.  Today  wind  power  is  again 
being  considered  as  an  energy 
source.  Big  outfits  such  as  Grum- 
man are  trying  to  develop  efficient 
windmills  and  a  lot  of  individuals 
are  also  working  on  the  problem. 
Among  the  latter,  some  little  fellow 
may  come  up  with  answers  that  will 
cause  windmills  to  sprout  in  millions 
of  backyards.  And  it  might  just  be 
some  clever  individual,  too,  who  will 
lick  the  problems  of  solar  energy,  or 
provide  a  simple  way  of  harnessing 
water  power. 

The  U.S.  Government  obviously 
thinks  so.  It  is  so  eager  to  get  ideas 
that  will  add  to  the  development  of 
energy  technology  that  it  is  award- 
ing grants  to  those  who  can  produce 
workable  inventions.  The  average 
grant  is  $70,000,  but  there  have  been 
grants  of  more  than  $100,000.  If  you

able  to  each  service  is  being  reviewed 
by  Congress — now,  the  Army  is  en- 
titled to  12,000,  the  Air  Force  to 
6,500,  and  the  Navy /Marines  to 
6,000.  Non-scholarship  students  get 
$100  per  month  as  upperclassmen, 
plus  all  texts,  uniforms  and  materials. 
Students  who  qualify  for  scholarship 
owe  four  years  of  active  duty  and  two 
in  the  Reserve.  Non-scholarship  stu- 
dents may  serve  three  years  active 
and  three  years  Reserve,  or  eight 
years  Reserve. 

All  the  services  make  use  of  sum- 
mer camps  for  their  cadets,  who  re- 
ceive pay  for  that  as  well.  The  Navy 
sends  its  ROTC  cadets  on  five-week 
cruises  over  two  summers.  The  Ma- 
rines use  two  summer  camps  for  all 
their  specifically  Marine  training,  al- 
though during  the  school  year  the 
Navy  and  Marine  programs  usually 
operate  together.  The  Army  uses  an 
advanced  camp  for  everyone,  and  a 
basic  camp  for  those  who  enter  the 
program  late.  During  the  year,  the 
Army  ROTC  unit  presents  itself  as 
the  exciting  center  of  "hands-on" 
student  activity.  That  includes  learn- 
ing to  call  for  artillery  fire,  first  aid 
in  case  of  nuclear  attack,  field  train- 
ing exercises,  and  associations  with- 
in the  battalion  like  Scabbard  and 
Blade,  or  Rangers.  Bill  Klein,  a  jun- 
ior at  Drexel,  was  attracted  to  the 
Rangers  because  of  the  adventure 
training.  An  electrical  engineering 
student  interested  in  pursuing  com- 
bat arms,  he  said,  "There's  a  strong 
social  bond.  It's  natural  to  make 
friends  with  people  you  do  things 
with,  so  we  tend  to  socialize  together 
outside  ROTC." 

The  Marine  Corps  approach  is 
worthy  of  special  mention  because 
it  appears  to  be  the  only  service  to 
tout  the  idea  that  fighting  for  one's 
country  might  mean  dying.  The 
Army,  Navy  and  Air  Force  stress 
career  considerations,  conscious  that 
their  competitors  for  today's  college 
graduates  are  the  major  multination- 
al corporations.  The  Marine  Corp's 
Major  Quist  has  an  office  that  promi- 
nently displays  posters  from  combat 
units  in  Southeast  Asia  and  graphics 
that  look  tough,  military  or  danger- 
ous. Major  Quist  was  blunt  about 
what  the  Marines  were  looking  for  in 
cadets:  "If  they  have  no  concept  of 
service  to  the  country,  we  don't  want 
them.  If  they're  unwilling  to  be  shot 
at,  what  are  they  doing  here?" 


Turning  out  a  Marine  ROTC  of- 
ficer costs  nearly  $40,000.  By  com- 
parison, the  average  cost  per  com- 
missioned officer  through  Army 
ROTC  is  about  half  that.  Major 
Quist  had  a  simple  explanation.  "We 
want  the  best."  Another  difference 
between  the  Marine's  program  and 
other  service  programs  was  the  lack 
of  specialization  in  Marine  summer 
camps.  No  choices  for  specialization 
are  made  by  Marine  cadets  until  after 
all  training,  including  the  first  six 
months  of  active  duty,  is  completed. 
An  Army  ROTC  cadet  selects  his 
branch  of  specialization  from  over  20 
choices  by  the  second  quarter  of  his 
senior  year. 

Money,  leadership  experience  and 
full  scholarships  aren't  the  only  rea- 
sons students  sign  up.  Paula  Taylor 
is  Drexel's  ROTC  Battalion  Com- 
mander. When  asked  her  reasons  for 
joining,  she  answered:  "Patriotism. 
That's  my  first  reason.  I  think  peo- 
ple's attitudes  about  this  country  are 
changing.  And  for  the  experience  in 
dealing  with  people,  you  can't  match 
what  you  get  in  the  Army." 

The  presence  of  highly  motivated 
young  women  in  command  roles  is 
one  change  ROTC  has  undergone 
with  the  armed  services  as  a  whole. 
Lt.  Col.  Robert  Marcinkowski,  Com- 
mander of  the  Army  ROTC  unit  at 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  com- 
mented: "Some  people,  particularly 
those  in  the  service  a  long  time,  have 
had  difficulty  accepting  the  fe- 
males. Personally,  I  feel  it's  been  a 
long  time  coming."  Paula  Taylor  her- 
self dismissed  most  of  the  problems 
of  being  a  woman  in  a  command  role: 
"Some  of  the  younger,  freshman  type 
macho  guys  get  turned  off  taking  or- 
ders from  a  woman.  But  the  fresh- 
men are  here  trying  it  out.  They 
should  know  they  could  end  up  with  a 
female  commander  somewhere  else." 

Women  in  the  chain  of  command 
present  a  challenge  within  ROTC's 
ability  to  control,  or  at  least  influ- 
ence. The  big  problems  that  erupted 
in  the  early  '70s  were  engendered  by 
forces  beyond  ROTC's  control.  In 
the  heyday  of  Selective  Service, 
Army  ROTC  had  nearly  180,000  ca- 
dets enrolled,  and  many  were  there 
only  to  avoid  being  drafted  after 
graduation.  Recalling  the  bloated 
numbers  and  the  violent  student  out- 
bursts, Colonel  Milani  said:  "You 
Continued  . . .

have  to  remember,  there  was  no  one 
else  there.  Who  else  could  they  at- 
tack? They  weren't  attacking  ROTC 
as  ROTC,  they  were  attacking  ROTC 
as  the  arm  of  a  government  they 
wanted  to  strike  at.  And  ROTC  was 
caught  up  in  being  a  natural  hiding 
place." 

Scores  of  colleges,  including  over 
half  the  Ivy  League,  passed  resolu- 
tions forcing  ROTC  off  campus,  and 
not  all  of  them  have  gotten  ROTC 
back,  though  the  Army  has  over  280 
detachments  spread  across  the  coun- 
try. Through  cross-enrollment  of 
students,  nearly  1,000  college  cam- 
puses have  students  enrolled  as  Army 
cadets.  The  Navy/Marine  program 
has  55  detachments,  involving  250 
campuses,  *and  a  waiting  list  of  an- 
other 30  schools  that  would  like  to 
get  NROTC.  Some  Ivy  schools,  like 
Dartmouth,  which  once  were  eager 
to  rid  themselves  of  the  trouble 
ROTC  brought,  are  now  "maintaining 
an  open  channel  of  communication 
with  the  Navy,"  according  to  Dart- 
mouth Official  News  Service.  A  col- 
lege admissions  counselor  at  a  mili- 
tary academy  which  sends  students 
to  Dartmouth  voiced  his  opinion 
more  bluntly:  "Dartmouth  would  love 
to  get  the  Navy  program  back,  but 
the  Navy  won't  do  it.  They  didn't 
like  the  way  they  were  treated  the 
last  time." 

In  light  of  the  difficulties  students 
are  having  getting  financial  aid,  Co- 
lumbia University,  once  a  hotbed  of 
violent  dissent,  recently  considered 
the  reinstatement  of  ROTC.  A  sub- 
committee concluded:  "This  deci- 
sion, about  a  divisive  and  legally  com- 
plicated issue,  should  not  be  made  in 
the  context  of  this  current  crisis  in 
student  aid.  It  is  inappropriate  to 
use  that  as  the  basis  for  an  effort  to 
renew  the  program."  The  Public  Af- 
fairs Office  at  Columbia,  when 
pressed  for  details  concerning  the 
decision,  added,  "ROTC  is  not  an 
issue  within  the  University  at  this 
time."  Harvard  University,  when 
asked  what  its  position  on  ROTC 
was,  returned  a  photocopied  page 
from  a  student  handbook,  indicating 
that  Harvard  and  Radcliffe  students 
could  take  ROTC  courses  at  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technol- 
ogy, but  they  had  no  other  statement 
to  make.  Marcinkowski  described  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania's  attitude 


towards  Army  ROTC  as  "benign 
neglect."  But  the  problem  of  the  mil- 
itary within  the  university  is  still 
unsolved.  If  another  military  effort 
involving  the  United  States  develops, 
we  can  expect  the  same  contradic- 
tions to  surface  that  provided  the 
justification  for  excommunicating 
ROTC  the  last  time.  Large,  presti- 
gious universities  like  to  set  their  own 
course  standards  if  the  courses  are 
going  to  receive  credit  for  gradu- 
ation. 

Yale  University,  in  a  letter  dated 
1970,  explained  its  position  this  way: 
"The  Navy  insisted  that  its  courses — 
their  content  prescribed  by  the  Navy 
and  taught  by  Naval  officers — are 
worthy  of  Yale  college  (or  any  col- 
lege) academic  credit.  Reasonable 
men  obviously  can  and  do  differ  on 
the  point.  The  course  of  study  com- 
mittee concluded  that  Naval  ROTC 
courses  involved  vocational  training, 
not  liberal  education  ...  In  any 
event,  the  Navy  decided  it  did  not 
wish  to  remain  at  Yale  if  ROTC 
courses  were  denied  credit.  The  Army 
accepted  the  loss  of  credit  for  its 
ROTC  courses  . . .  but  it  was  unwilling 
to  pay  rent . . .  nor  was  it  willing  to 
permit  unrestricted  resignations  from 
the  ROTC  program.  The  university 
would  not  recede  on  either  point .  . ." 
So  Yale  is  still  without  a  program 
on  campus,  neither  side  having 
budged  in  the  last  11  years;  however, 
it  does  not  prevent  students  from 
summer  participation,  and  a  Yale 
senior  was  named  the  Marine's  out- 
standing graduate  in  the  Corps'  1980 
officer  training  program. 

Regardless  of  what  technicalities 
are  barring  ROTC  from  full  partici- 
pation at  some  schools,  most  colleges 
and  students  know  a  good  thing  when 
they  see  one.  ROTC  asks  a  lot  when 
it  asks  college  juniors  to  make  a  seri- 
ous decision  and  a  commitment  by 
signing  the  papers  that  incur  a  mili- 
tary obligation.  It's  not  something  to 
take  lightly.  In  return,  ROTC  offers  a 
lot:  full  scholarships,  pay,  experience 
as  a  leader  and  a  doer,  and  the  possi- 
bility of  a  career  as  a  military  officer. 

Since  1916,  the  armed  services,  the 
colleges  and  the  students  have  found 
it  a  fair  agreement,  one  that  has 
served  the  nation  well.  Chances  are 
good  that  students  will  continue  to 
take  a  long,  hard  look  at  ROTC  well 
into  the  future,  and  many  will  like 
what  they  see.  ft

tional  liberation  movements,  the 
leader  and  ally  of  all  those  who 
struggle  with  imperialism." 

Five  months  later,  with  domestic 
troubles  continuing  to  mount,  the 
Prime  Minister  buzzed  off  to  Havana 
to  address  the  Conference  of  Non- 
Aligned  Nations.  Hailing  Castro  as 
a  hero,  Manley  said,  "All  anti-imperi- 
alists know  that  we  stand  with  Castro 
as  the  catalyst  and  immovable  rock." 
What  Manley  received  from  Castro 
in  return  was  a  fresh  infusion  of  Cu- 
ban "advisers"  along  with  new  sup- 
plies of  weapons.  Among  the  secret 
shipments  were  M-16  automatic  rifles 
that  later  were  traced  to  U.S.  arms 
stockpiles  abandoned  in  Vietnam. 

Jamaica  also  got  a  Cuban  ambas- 
sador who  had  served  as  the  head  of 
Castro's  "liberation"  campaign  in 
Latin  America  and  as  an  official  with 
Cuba's  occupation  forces  in  Angola. 
The  ambassador,  Ulises  Estrada,  soon 
became  to  most  Jamaicans  a  carica- 
ture of  the  "ugly  Communist.*' 

At  the  height  of  the  turbulent  elec- 
tion campaign,  Estrada  went  on  Ja- 
maica's government-controlled  TV  to 
denounce  Seaga  and  his  opposition 
Jamaica  Labour  Party.  Glowering 
into  the  camera,  his  bald  pate  glis- 
tening with  perspiration,  the  Cuban 
ambassador  accused  JLP  supporters 
of  insulting  Cuba  and  undermining 
its  ties  with  the  Manley  regime.  Es- 
trada was  particularly  incensed  over 
articles  in  Kingston's  one  remaining 
independent  newspaper,  the  century- 
old  "Gleaner,"  which  had  revealed 
Cuban  connivance  in  the  smuggling 
of  arms  into  Jamaica. 

"We're  not  going  to  stand  for  this 
(type  of  journalism),"  thundered 
Estrada.  "We  Cubans  know  how  to 
fight  and  fight  hard!"  Soon  after 
Estrada's  harangue,  a  mob  of  demon- 
strators descended  on  the  "Gleaner" 
office,  threatening  to  sack  the  place. 
Police  managed  to  keep  the  mob  at 
bay,  but  elsewhere  in  the  city  there 
was  renewed  street  fighting  between 
rival  PNP  and  JLP  supporters. 

Most  Jamaicans  were  shocked  and 
infuriated.  By  overplaying  his  hand, 
the  Cuban  ambassador  had  com- 
mitted a  colossal  blunder  that  un- 
doubtedly contributed  to  Manley's 
defeat  at  the  polls. 

Manley's  personal  attempts  to  si- 
lence the  "Gleaner"  also  backfired. 
By  taking  control  of  the  importation 
and  distribution  of  newsprint,  the 


Manley  government  hoped  to  force 
the  feisty  paper  to  shut  down.  When 
that  failed,  Manley  launched  a  state- 
run  newspaper,  the  "Daily  News," 
and  tightened  control  over  Jamaican 
radio  and  TV.  He  also  packed  the 
government's  Agency  for  Public  In- 
formation with  PNP  militants  and 
pro-Castro  propagandists.  Finally, 
an  illegal  parliamentary  summons 
was  served  on  the  "Gleaner"  in  an 
attempt  to  force  disclosure  of  the 
source  of  a  story  on  Cuban  arms 
smuggling.  But  the  "Gleaner"  re- 
fused to  knuckle  under.  During  the 
ordeal  it  never  missed  an  edition. 

Not  the  least  of  the  PNP's  targets 
was  Seaga  himself.  Although  he's  a 
mild-mannered  ascetic  opposed  to 
violence,  Seaga  refused  to  be  cowed. 
For  protection,  he  was  assigned  a 
police  bodyguard  team  headed  by  a 
detective  sergeant  called  Trinity. 
Whenever  Seaga  came  under  attack, 
Trinity  would  leap  off  the  hood  of  his 
jeep  and  lead  a  countercharge,  scat- 
tering the  other  side's  bully-boys. 

Seaga  also  showed  plenty  of  cour- 
age. Entering  PNP  strongholds  past 
barricades  of  overturned  vehicles, 
Seaga  coolly  responded  to  enemy 
taunts  of  "The  JLP  will  die  here," 
with  his  own  campaign  slogan:  "De- 
liverance is  near!"  Seaga  somehow 
managed  to  survive  despite  more  than 
2,000  shots  reportedly  being  fired 
near  his  entourage  on  election  day 
alone.  Although  hundreds  of  Seaga's 
supporters  were  killed  or  wounded,  the 
JLP  leader  escaped  without  a  scratch. 

Characteristically,  Seaga  now  dis- 
misses the  danger  he  faced.  "I  was 
never  concerned  about  my  personal 
safety,"  he  said.  "There  were  a  num- 
ber of  incidents  in  which  shots  were 
fired  near  me,  but  I  never  looked 
down  the  muzzle  of  a  gun." 

Seaga  believes  that  news  media 
coverage  of  the  campaign  overplayed 
incidents  of  violence  which  he  says 
were  largely  restricted  to  politically 
volatile  areas  of  Kingston.  Neverthe- 
less, he  concedes  there  was  "an  enor- 
mous buildup  of  tensions." 

Seaga's  first  official  act  as  Prime 
Minister  was  to  order  the  recall  of  the 
Cuban  ambassador  for  having  med- 
dled in  Jamaica's  domestic  affairs.  To 
further  emphasize  the  change,  the 
Seaga  government  removed  photos 
of  Castro  and  other  Communist  lead- 
ers from  an  exhibition  at  the  Agency 
Continued . . .

Jamaica  Information  Service. 

Last  October,  the  no-nonsense 
Prime  Minister  abruptly  broke  off 
diplomatic  relations  with  Castro's 
Cuba  after  it  failed  to  return  three 
fugitive  Jamaicans  wanted  for  mur- 
der and  bank  robbery.  He  had  given 
Havana  24  hours  to  return  the  men, 
and  when  it  didn't  respond,  he  or- 
dered Cuba's  embassy  in  Kingston 
closed  within  48  hours.  Said  Seaga: 
"We're  not  going  to  exchange  am- 
bassadors again  until  we're  sure  Cu- 
ba is  willing  to  act  in  good  faith." 

Although  some  Cubans  remain  in 
Jamaica,  assigned  to  aid  projects  be- 
gun before  1980,  the  Seaga  govern- 
ment is  keeping  a  wary  eye  on  them. 
It's  also  ■trying  to  get  a  line  on  the 
several  hundred  young  Jamaicans 
who  went  to  Cuba  for  training.  Many 
of  them  dropped  out  of  sight  after  re- 
turning, and  a  government  roster  of 
their  names  mysteriously  vanished 
right  after  the  election. 

Authorities  also  are  keeping  a  close 
watch  on  Jamaica's  small  but  active 
Communist  Party,  although,  for  the 
present  at  least,  the  threat  of  a  Com- 
munist takeover  appears  remote.  But 
economic  problems  remain,  some  of 
them  severe.  Despite  the  infusion  of 
nearly  $1  billion  in  foreign  aid  and 
credits  since  Seaga's  election — some 
$100  million  of  this  from  the  United 
States — unemployment  remains  at  30 
percent  or  above.  Among  Jamaica's 
young  blacks,  the  jobless  rate  is  near- 
ly 50  percent. 

Plans  to  expand  the  output  of 
bauxite  ore,  Jamaica's  leading  mon- 
eymaker, have  been  stymied  by  a 
recession  in  the  aluminum  industry. 
Government  levies  on  production, 
sharply  increased  by  the  Manley  re- 
gime, also  have  discouraged  expan- 
sion and  Jamaican  output  could  fall 
further  behind  the  world's  leading 
bauxite  producers,  Guinea  and  Aus- 
tralia. 

Jamaica's  1981  banana  and  sugar 
cane  crops  were  disastrous  due  to  un- 
favorable weather  and  to  Manley's 
socialized  agriculture  schemes. 

Although  the  government  is  study- 
ing more  than  400  private  investment 
proposals  potentially  worth  $1  bil- 
lion, the  25,000  new  jobs  to  be  cre- 
ated would  scarcely  dent  a  hard  core 
of  265,000  unemployed.  Besides,  an 
additional  30,000  young  Jamaicans 


enter  the  job  market  each  year. 

A  government  plan  to  sell  12  busi- 
ness enterprises  taken  over  by  the 
Manley  regime  has  attracted  a  flock 
of  private  investors,  but  thus  far  most 
have  only  window  shopped.  And  at- 
tempts to  unload  eight  of  Jamaica's 
14  government-operated  hotels  which 
together  lost  nearly  $100  million  in 
three  years,  were  delayed  by  snags 
over  the  many  millions  of  dollars 
needed  to  refurbish  the  hostelries, 
some  of  which  appeared  a  bit  run- 
down. By  late  1981,  sale  of  seven  of 
the  government's  hotels  was  near 
completion.  The  divestiture  program 
has  been  likened  to  a  huge  "national 
yard  sale"  with  lots  of  lookers  but 
few  buyers. 

Confronted  with  such  an  array  of 
problems,  most  political  leaders 
might  be  expected  to  throw  up  their 
hands  in  dismay.  But  not  Seaga. 
While  conceding  there  is  "a  problem 
of  rising  expectation,  especially 
among  our  young  people  where  un- 
employment is  still  high,"  the  Prime 
Minister  said  that  he's  confident  of 
"a  dramatic  change  for  the  better 
within  the  next  year  or  two." 

Seaga's  confidence  is  shared  by 
Douglas  Vaz,  the  dynamic  young 
minister  of  commerce  and  industry. 
In  an  interview,  he  cited  the  govern- 
ment's "remarkable"  job  of  trimming 
inflation  to  only  2  percent,  and  ticked 
off  nearly  a  dozen  new  projects  un- 
der way  or  about  to  begin — includ- 
ing a  plastics  factory,  a  saw  mill  and 
a  clothing  manufacturing  firm  de- 
signed to  increase  exports  of  Jamai- 
ca's unique  and  colorful  fashion  ap- 
parel. By  late  1981,  investors  were 
registering  new  properties  at  the  rate 
of  more  than  50  a  month. 

"Construction  is  1  our  brightest 
spot,"  said  Vaz.  "Driving  about  the 
countryside,  you  no  longer  see 
swarms  of  idle  workers.  The  economy 
has  bottomed  out  and  we're  on  the 
way  up  again." 

The  Seaga  government  also  expects 
to  achieve  a  modest  rise  in  the  na- 
tion's GNP  after  eight  straight  years 
of  decline.  There  are  no  longer  com- 
plaints of  empty  shelves  and  bread- 
baskets. But  there's  a  critical  need 
for  more  foreign  aid  and  private  in- 
vestment if  the  government  is  to  come 
anywhere  near  achieving  its  ambi- 
tious development  program.

Seaga  recognizes  the  limited  pros- 
pects of  increased  aid  from  foreign 
governments,  including  the  United 
States,  which  already  provides  about 
$3  billion  a  year  in  direct  and  indirect 
assistance  to  the  31  non- Communist 
countries  of  the  Caribbean  and  Cen- 
tral America.  But,  he  argues,  some- 
thing like  a  mini-Marshall  Plan  is 
needed  to  improve  economic  condi- 
tions to  the  point  where  private  capi- 
tal will  be  attracted  on  a  much  larger 
scale.  As  one  Kingston  banker  ob- 
served: "Few  investors  are  willing  to 
put  money  into  a  leaky  boat." 

Jamaica's  greatest  hope  for  an  im- 
mediate economic  boost  lies  in  its 
tourist  trade,  traditionally  the  is- 
land's second  biggest  moneymaker 
after  bauxite.  For  the  first  time,  the 
industry  is  represented  by  a  cabinet- 
level  minister  of  tourism.  With  a 
catchy  new  slogan,  "Make  it  Jamai- 
ca Again,"  it  expects  a  major  in- 
crease in  tourism  this  winter  season 
now  that  political  violence  no  longer 
is  making  headlines.  In  troubled 
1977,  tourist  arrivals  fell  to  a  record 
low  of  386,000— almost  half  the  nor- 
mal yearly  total — and  the  1980-81 
season  wasn't  much  better. 

John  Gentles,  the  Jamaica  Tourist 
Board's  energetic  young  director, 
looks  to  a  sizable  boost  in  tourist 
traffic  from  the  United  States — es- 
pecially from  the  Midwest  and  West 
Coast — and  to  many  more  visitors 
from  Venezuela  and  Colombia,  with 
which  Jamaica  now  enjoys  close  and 
friendly  relations.  Air  Jamaica,  the 
government-subsidized  airline,  is  do- 
ing its  part  by  adding  new  flights.  It 
may  also  resume  in-flight  fashion 
shows  by  pretty  Jamaican  stew- 
ardesses, a  popular  feature  of  previ- 
ous, busier  times.  As  unchanged  as 
ever  are  Jamaica's  sky-blue  moun- 
tains, golden  beaches,  lavish  North 
coast  resorts  and  lush  green  country- 
side dotted  with  enchanting  villages. 

Also  heading  back  to  Jamaica  in 
growing  numbers  are  thousands  of 
Jamaican  expatriates  who  had  fled 
the  island  during  the  Manley  years. 
According  to  Sidney  Abrahams,  Ja- 
maican consul  in  Miami,  about  one- 
fifth  of  the  30,000  Jamaicans  who 
sought  refuge  in.  south  Florida  have 
returned  or  plan  to  go  back  to  their 
homeland.  The  returning  Jamaicans 
are  called  "deliverees"  because  of 
Seaga's  campaign  slogan,  "Deliver- 


ance is  near!" 

What  Jamaica  has  going  for  it 
most  is  its  indefatigable  Prime  Min- 
ister, Edward  Phillip  George  Seaga, 
for  whom  "the  future  is  now."  As  one 
of  the  principal  framers  of  Jamaica's 
Constitution  (the  former  British 
colony  became  independent  in  1962) , 
Seaga  has  been  a  parliament  member 
for  19  years,  representing  Western 
Kingston,  one  of  the  country's  poor- 
est sections.  From  1962  to  1972,  he 
served,  successively,  as  Minister  of 
Development  and  Welfare  and  as 
Minister  of  Finance  and  Planning.  As 
such,  he  introduced  a  number  of  gov- 
ernment and  private  banking  and 
other  institutions  that  became  free 
enterprise  models  for  other  develop- 
ing countries. 

While  eager  to  get  going  again  on 
a  wide  range  of  rural  development 
schemes  and  on  his  pet  project,  a 
Cultural  Training  Center  to  promote 
Jamaican  folk  art  and  music,  includ- 
ing the  increasingly  popular  reggae 
rhythms  born  in  the  soul  of  Kings- 
ton's slums,  Seaga  realizes  his  first 
task  must  be  to  repair  the  wrecked 
economy.  And  as  the  Jamaican  prov- 
erb goes,  "Heel  nebber  go  before 
toe,"  i.e.,  important  matters  must 
be  dealt  with  first;  it's  followed  by  a 
second  proverb:  "Joney  hab  help,  him 
hab  high  name,"  or,  when  one  has  as- 
sistance one  can  prosper. 

"Other  countries  in  the  Caribbean 
and  elsewhere  are  looking  at  us  to 
see  whether  we  can  recover  from  the 
disaster  we've  been  through,"  said 
Seaga.  For  now,  he  can  take  satisfac- 
tion in  returning  Jamaica  to  its  tra- 
ditional democratic  course  and  in 
helping  to  rescue  the  island  nation 
from  Communist  domination. 

"The  threat  of  Cuban  expansion- 
ism has  received  a  very  definite  set- 
back," Seaga  said.  "With  Jamaica's 
turnabout,  Castro  has  had  to  move 
more  of  his  activities  underground." 

Despite  the  many  difficulties  he 
faces  on  the  home  front,  Seaga  has 
faith  in  his  people.  "A  giant  step  has 
been  made  to  preserve  freedom  and 
democracy  in  this  hemisphere,"  he 
said  in  a  message  to  America  after 
his  election.  "The  future  I  see  for  all 
Jamaicans  is  bright,  as  is  the  future 
for  all  others  who  share  in  our  re- 
birth." 

And  that  rebirth  is  truly  "a  win 
for  the  West."  Q

RADIATION  EXPOSURE  HEALTH  CARE  GUIDELINES 
DETAILED  .  .  .  The  VA  has  announced  pro- 
posed guidelines  for  its  medical  facil- 
ities by  which  they  will  provide  the 
health  care  for  certain  veterans  exposed 
to  ionizing  radiation  as  provided  by 
legislation  enacted  last  November.  VA  has 
directed  its  field  facilities  that:  "each 
veteran  who  participated  in  the  testing 
of  a  nuclear  device  or  who  participated 
in  the  occupation  of  Hiroshima  or  Naga- 
saki, Japan,  between  September  11,  1945, 
and  July  1,  1946,  and  who  requests  VA 
medical  care,  will  be  provided  a  complete 
medical  history,  physical  examination  and 
appropriate  diagnostic  studies  .... 
Where  the  findings  reveal  a  condition 
requiring  treatment,  the  responsible 
staff  physician  shall  make  a  determi- 
nation as  to  whether  that  condition  re- 
sulted from  a  cause  other  than  the 
veteran's  exposure  , to  ionizing  radi- 
ation." Health  care  services  may  not  be 
provided  under  this  law  for  care  of  con- 
ditions which  are  found  to  have  resulted 
from  a  cause  other  than  the  specified 
exposure,  the  guidelines  specify  .  .  . 
Health  care  is  limited  to  hospital  and 
nursing  home  care  in  VA  facilities  and 
to  outpatient  care  in  VA  facilities  on 
a  pre-  or  post-hospitalization  basis  or 
to  obviate  a  need  for  hospitalization. 
Veterans  furnished  outpatient  care 
under  this  authority  will  be  accorded 
priority  ahead  of  nonservice  connected 
veterans  and  equal  to  former  prisoners 
of  war  who  are  receiving  care  for  non- 
service  connected  conditions. 

NIMMO  TO  VA  EMPLOYEES — 'PAY  UP'   .   .   .  VA 
Administrator  Robert  P.  Nimmo  has 
initiated  collection  procedures  to  re- 
cover the  costs  of  medical  treatment 
given  free  to  VA  employees  who  said  they 
couldn't  afford  private  treatment  of 
nonservice  connected  conditions.  Other 
VA  employees  who  are  veterans,  he  said, 
should  carefully  consider  their 
eligibility  for  nonservice  connected 
care  before  applying  for  such  care  from 
the  agency  in  the  future.  The  American 
Legion  has  called  the  action  unfair  if 
applied  only  to  veterans  who  work  for 
the  agency  and  not  to  other  veterans  .  .  . 
Nimmo 's  initial  step  was  to  seek  payment 
from  465  VA  personnel  treated  for  nonservice 
connected  medical  problems  between  Oct. 
1,  1977,  and  Sept.  30,  1978  .  .  .  Nimmo 
said  the  closer  look  now  being  taken  at 
nonservice  connected  medical  care  does 
not  in  any  way  endanger  the  right  to 
medical  care  among  veterans  with  service 
related  conditions.  He  said  that  veterans 
with  nonservice  related  conditions  who 
are  undergoing  true  financial  hardship 


will  not  be  denied  VA  health  care. 

ARMY  EXPLAINS  BURIAL  POLICY  .   .   .  While 
military  retirees  are  eligible  for  the 
same  funeral  support  as  deceased  active 
duty  personnel,  Department  of  Army 
officials  are  reporting  that  denials  of 
requests  for  full  funeral  support  are 
rapidly  becoming  the  norm  as  a  result  of 
limited  resources  .  .  .  "The  problem  is 
simply  numbers,"  the  Army  report  states. 
"Army  posts  with  small  active  duty 
rosters  serving  large  retiree  popula- 
tions find  it  extremely  difficult  to  pro- 
vide even  the  minimal  support  of  officer 
or  enlisted  representation,  let  alone  a 
full  funeral  detail."  Thus,  the  Army  has 
sent  the  following  guidelines  to  local 
commanders:  They  may  provide  funeral  de- 
tail support  if  it  will  not  seriously  im- 
pair the  command's  primary  mission, 
qualified  personnel  and  equipment  are 
available,  costs  will  not  exceed  those  of 
using  available  government  transpor- 
tation and  the  interment  site  is  not  more 
than  50  statute  miles  from  the  supporting 
installation.  Because  of  these  limits, 
Army  officials  say  they  encourage  the  at- 
tendance and  participation  of  local 
veterans,  retirees  and  patriotic  or- 
ganizations at  military  retiree  funerals. 

LEGION  DEMANDS  QUALITY  HEALTH  CARE  FROM 
ALL  LEVELS  OF  VA  ...  In  a  memorandum 
to  Dept.  Service  Officers  and  Rehabil- 
itation Chairmen,  the  Legion's  Veterans 
Affairs  &  Rehabilitation  Director,  R.E. 
Lyngh,  has  underscored  the  fact  that  "The 
American  Legion  insists  that  timely  med- 
ical care  be  provided  to  eligible  vet- 
erans, and  in  a  compassionate  manner." 
Lyngh  noted  that  when  problems  occur  at 
VA  Medical  Centers,  this  information  is 
often  received  indirectly  by  his  staff, 
sometimes  with  a  request  for  assistance 
with  the  problem,  and  sometimes  at  a  time 
too  far  removed  from  the  date  of  the 
problem  for  the  National  Organization  to 
be  effective  .  .  .  "The  VA&R  Division  is 
prepared  to  assist  the  various  Depts. 
with  problems  at  VAMC's  that  cannot  be 
resolved  at  the  local  level.  Requests  for 
assistance — with  necessary  details — 
result  in  a  direct  contact  with  the 
office  of  Chief  Medical  Director,  and  a 
request  for  prompt  action  to  resolve  the 
problem,"  he  said.  "Information  about 
genuine  problems  in  the  system  is  very 
important  to  the  work  the  Legion  is  doing 
in  Washington  and  elsewhere  to  protect 
the  medical  care  program  for  veterans." 
Veterans  experiencing  problems  in  receiv- 
ing health  care  at  VA  Medical  Centers  are 
encouraged  to  contact  Legion  Post  or 
Dept.  Service  Officers  for  assistance.

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The  world  of  science  is  a  strange 
and  wondrous  place  to  most  laymen. 
It  is  a  world  peopled  by  fact-finders 
and  my  th-debunkers  collectively  seek- 
ing out  The  Truth.  Its  props  are  test 
tubes  and  microscopes,  computers 
and  chalk  boards. 

It's  also  a  relatively  quiet  world, 
only  occasionally  broken  by  the 
"eureka!"  of  another  discovery,  an- 
other cure  or  another  breakthrough. 
Most  scientists  are  unaccustomed  to 
being  placed  in  the  limelight,  prefer- 
ring instead  the  solitude  of  the  lab  or 
the  quiet  of  the  library. 

As  laymen,  we  hold  scientists  in 
awe.  Our  worlds  rarely  seem  as  or- 
dered, as  logical  or  as  finite  as  theirs. 
We  are  also  solicitous  of  scientists, 
forgiving  the  absent-minded  professor 
his  forgetfulness,  ignoring  the  atom- 
splitter's  seeming  inability  to  tie  his 
shoes. 

To  be  a  scientist — in  short — is  to 
be  a  member  of  a  respected  commu- 
nity that  may  baffle  the  nonscientist's 
mind,  but  nonetheless,  commands  our 
loyalty  and  support. 

That's  why  scientists  today  in 
search  of  answers  to  the  perplexing 
questions  arising  from  America's  use 
of  Agent  Orange  in  South  Vietnam 
are  finding  themselves  in  a  curious 
position.  They  have  most  assuredly 
been  placed  center  stage  in  the  drama 
unfolding  around  the  potential  health 
hazards  of  human  exposure  to  dioxin, 
the  contaminant  found  in  Agent 
Orange.  They  have  found  their  efforts 
challenged  by  veterans  who  may  not 
be  scientists,  but  who  have  certainly 
done  their  homework.  And  they've 
been  startled  by  measures  of  emo- 
tional heat  that  have  rarely  been  felt 
in  their  endless  quest  for  scientifically 
valid  answers. 

The   debate   surrounding  Agent 


In  Search  of 
Answers 

( Second  of  a  three-part  series) 


Orange  has  almost  as  many  sides  as 
it  does  participants.  But  one  con- 
sensus exists:  the  answers  to  the  po- 
tential health  hazards  caused  by  ex- 
posure to  Agent  Orange  will  be  found 
only  by  the  scientific  community — 
not  in  the  halls  of  Congress  or  the 
Veterans  Administration. 

The  scientific  community  is  re- 
sponding. But,  as  we  will  see  this 
month,  their  efforts  have  been 
marked  by  false  starts,  misguided  ad- 
vice and  a  smattering  of  most  un- 
scientific name  calling.  We'll  also  see 
there's  more  to  science  than  finding  a 
problem  and  then  solving  it.  Finally, 
in  spite  of  wrong  turns  and  wrong 
assumptions,  we'll  see  there  are  a 
great  many  reasons  why  scientific  an- 
swers will  be  found. 


A  Scientific  Road  Map 

Early  in  the  debate  over  Agent 
Orange,  it  became  apparent  the 
search  for  scientifically  valid  answers 
would  not  be  a  simple  task.  First  was 
the  fact  that  veterans  ascribed  a  long 
list  of  various  illnesses  to  their  ex- 
posure to  Agent  Orange  in  Vietnam. 
Skin,  bone,  blood  and  mind  doctors 
would  have  to  be  involved.  An  army 
of  non-physician  scientists  working 
in  the  world's  best  research  labora- 
tories would  have  to  be  enlisted.  The 
answer-seekers  would  include  govern- 
ment and  private  sector  experts  in  a 
variety  of  disciplines.  The  only  re- 
search efforts  we  can  compare  to  the 
potential  size  and  diversity  of  the 
study  of  Agent  Orange  are  those  ef- 
forts being  undertaken  on  behalf  of 
cancer  research  in  the  United  States. 

If  progress  is  to  be  made,  the 
search  for  answers  must  be  struc- 
tured. Instead  of  thousands  of  inde- 
pendent scientists  working  indepen- 
dently, there  must  be  communication 
and  cooperation.  That  task  has  fallen 
to  the  Agent  Orange  Working  Group, 
whose  function  was  explained  by  its 
chairman,  James  Stockdale,  Deputy 
Under  Secretary  for  Intergovern- 
mental Affairs  of  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Human  Services,  in  a  re- 
cent statement  to  the  Senate  Vet- 
erans' Affairs  Committee: 

".  .  .  the  Agent  Orange  Working 
Group  had  its  genesis  in  the  Inter- 
agency Work  Group  to  Study  the 
Possible  Long-Term  Health  Effects 
of  Phenoxy  Herbicides  and  Contami- 
nants (IWG).  The  IWG  was  char- 
tered by  the  White  House  in  late 
1979  ....  The  mission  of  the  Working 
Group,  then  as  now,  is  to  monitor, 
coordinate  and  set  priorities  among 
federal  government  research  activi- 
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ties,  to  design  a  research  agenda  and 
to  organize  the  means  to  assure  that 
the  research  agenda  is  carried  out. 
Thus,  the  Working  Group  does  not 
itself  conduct  any  research  but  is 
charged  instead  with  being  the  over- 
all coordinator,  clearing  house  and 
evaluator  of  the  federal  research 
effort. 

"Since  its  inception,  the  Working 
Group  has  been  advised  by  a  scientif- 
ic panel  of  knowledgeable  scientists 
from  the  various  government  agencies 
concerned  with  the  broad  issues  of 
public  health  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Working  Group." 

Stockdale  also  explained  the  cross 
section  of  government  experts  in- 
cluded among  the  Working  Group 
members:  "Under  its  new  charter 
(that  of  having  been  elevated  to  Cab- 
inet Council  working  group  level  un- 
der the  Reagan  Administration)  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Human 
Services  continues  as  the  lead  agency 
with  full  participation  by  the  Vet- 
erans Administration  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  Defense.  Raised  to  the  status 
of  full  participants  have  been  the  De- 
partments of  Agriculture  and  Labor 
and  the  Environmental  Protection 
Agency.  Also  designated  as  full  mem- 
bers are  the  ACTION  Agency,  the 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget, 
the  Council  of  Economic  Advisors, 
and  the  White  House  Offices  of  Sci- 
ence and  Technology  Policy  and 
Policy  Development.  The  Congres- 
sional Office  of  Technology  Assess- 
ment continues  as  an  observer." 

The  array  of  talent  is  impressive. 
But  the  cynic  in  us  observes  that  if 
Congress  wants  to  forget  about  some- 
thing, they  sometimes  form  a  study 
committee  to  discuss  the  issue.  That's 
not  the  case  this  time  according  to 
Stockdale. 

"I  said,  and  I  believe,  that  the  con- 
cerns of  possible  long  term  adverse 
health  effects  as  a  result  of  expo- 
sure to  Agent  Orange  are  very  real. 
They  demand  answers.  They  de- 
mand the  kind  of  deliberate,  objective 
research  that  will  provide  as  many 
answers  as  science  can  give. 

"The  Working  Group  will  not  cave 
in  to  the  emotional  fervor  that  sur- 
rounds this  issue.  The  Working  Group 
has  a  responsibility  to  turn  aside  from 
the  barrage  of  demands  for  quick  and 
easy  answers  based  on  assumptions 
rather  than  facts. 

"Equally  so,  the  Working  Group 
will  not  bow  to  any  interests  that 


might  seek  to  sweep  this  issue  under 
the  rug  and  hope  it  will  go  away.  This 
issue  will  not  go  away." 

The  Working  Group's  oversight 
role  may  be  an  even  bigger  task  than 
its  chairman  has  indicated.  And  the 
task  will  grow  larger  as  research  con- 
tinues. The  legion  of  scientists  cur- 
rently involved  in  Agent  Orange  re- 
search is  bound  to  grow  as  discovery 
leads  to  discovery,  and  already  there 
are  a  number  of  significant  research 
efforts  that  will  be  discussed  in  detail 
below.  None  of  these  efforts  presume 
to  suggest  they  will  find  the  answers 
to  all  the  questions  of  human  expo- 
sure to  Agent  Orange,  but  each  has 
been  tasked  with  resolving  important 
pieces  of  the  puzzle. 

Keep  in  mind,  too,  that  individual 
research  projects  are  not  investigat- 
ing limited  areas  to  the  exclusion  of 
others.  There  must  be  much  investi- 
gative overlapping  if  scientists  are  to 
prove  to  their  own  satisfaction  that

they've  found  answers.  There  must  be 
overlapping  of  scientific  examination 
if  the  diverse  findings  are  to  be  inte- 
grated into  a  plausible  whole.  And 
there  must  be  independent  checks 
and  double  checks  if  the  results  are 
not  to  be  tainted  by  perceptions  of 
self-serving  interests  or  governmental 
cover  up. 

The  Veterans  Administration 
Epidemiology  Study 

Of  all  the  Agent  Orange  studies  di- 
rected by  Congress  or  undertaken  by 
independent  groups,  none  has  been 
more  controversial  than  the  VA  Epi- 
demiology Study  mandated  by  Public 
Law  96-151.  The  law,  signed  Decem- 
ber 20,  1979,  directed  the  VA  to  de- 
sign a  protocol  for  and  conduct  an 
epidemiology  study  of  persons  who 
were  exposed  to  dioxins  produced 
during  the  manufacture  of  various 
phenoxy  herbicides,  including  Agent 
Orange,  and  to  determine  if  there 
may  be  long-term  adverse  health  ef- 
fects resulting  from  that  exposure. 


In  addition,  Public  Law  97-72  was 
recently  passed  and  modified  the 
VA's  mandate  to  also  study  the  ef- 
fects of  exposure  to  other  herbicides 
and  chemicals  used  in  Vietnam. 

The  American  Legion  and  other  in- 
terested veterans  groups  immediately 
voiced  their  opposition  to  that  por- 
tion of  the  law  which  directed  the  VA 
to  conduct  the  study  instead  of  it 
being  undertaken  by  an  independent 
research  group. 

"We  told  Congress  that  in  light  of 
the  VA's  apparent  foot  dragging  and 
initial  disavowal  of  the  potential 
harm  caused  veterans  by  exposure  to 
Agent  Orange,  results  of  any  such 
study  would  be  more  readily  accepted 
by  the  Vietnam  veteran  if  it  were  con- 
ducted independently  of  the  VA," 
said  John  Sommer,  Assistant  Direc- 
tor of  the  Legion's  Veterans  Affairs 
and  Rehabilitation  Division. 

"In  addition,  the  results  of  a  study 
carried  out  by  an  independent  sci- 
entific entity  would  not  be  subject 
to  allegations  of  conflict  of  interest 
on  the  part  of  the  Veterans  Adminis- 
tration." 

In  May  1980,  the  National  Vet- 
erans Law  Center  took  the  VA  to 
court,  attempting  to  obtain  a  tempo- 
rary restraining  order  to  preclude  the 
VA  from  opening  proposals  received 
for  the  contract  for  the  design  of  the 
study. 

In  a  prepared  statement  to  the  Sen- 
ate Veterans  Affairs  Committee,  Law 
Center  representatives  explained  why 
they  challenged  the  VA,  a  challenge 
which  was  subsquently  denied  by  the 
court: 

"We  pointed  out  [to  the  court]  that 
the  VA  had  not  made  any  indication 
to  a  prospective  contractor  of  the  dif- 
ficulties in  defining  exposure  or  the 
data  or  resources  the  government  had 
available  to  make  such  estimates.  At 
that  time  [we]  predicted  that  the  VA 
solicitation  was  so  inherently  defec- 
tive that  a  protocol  produced  in 
response  to  the  RFP  (Request  For 
Proposal)  could  be  no  more  than  a 
cut-and-paste  compilation  of  gener- 
ally accepted  epidemiological  prin- 
ciples that  would  not  be  tailored  to 
specific  work  on  Agent  Orange." 

In  February  1981,  the  General  Ac- 
counting Office  (to  whom  the  matter 
had  been  referred  by  the  courts)  ruled 
in  favor  of  the  VA,  which  once  again 
began  soliciting  bids  for  the  design 
of  the  protocol.  In  May,  the  contract 
Continued . . . 
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was  awarded  to  the  UCLA  School  of 
Public  Health. 

The  protocol  was  completed  in 
August  (after  a  30-day  extension 
for  submission  was  approved)  and 
farmed  out  to  a  variety  of  government 
and  nongovernment  scientific  panels 
for  review  and  comment. 

On  November  18, 1981 — just  shy  of 
two  years  after  the  law  was  enacted — 
members  of  the  Senate  Veterans 
Affairs  Committee  heard  from  these 
experts,  including  Legion  representa- 
tive John  Sommer,  who  had  been 
named  a  member  of  Congress's  Office 
of  Technology  Assessment  (OTA) 
Agent  Orange  Study  Group.  Congress 
has  charged  OTA  with  the  responsi- 
bility of  approving  or  disapproving 
the  protocol  for  the  VA's  epidemio- 
logical study,  as  well  as  monitoring 
the  conduct  of  the  study  once  it  gets 
underway. 

".  .  .  the  design  is  incomplete  and 
unacceptable  as  presently  written," 
Sommer  told  the  Senators.  "The  au- 
thors are  so  obsessed  with  secrecy 
that  information  pertaining  to  dis- 
eases or  symptoms  of  interest  to  the 
study,  and  details  relating  to  veterans 
they  consider  to  be  in  high  or  low  ex- 
posure groups  have  been  withheld." 

Even  the  authors  admitted  it  was 
not  a  complete  protocol,  Sommer 
said,  because,  "the  investigators  were 
denied  access  to  certain  classified 
military  records  because  the  VA 
failed  to  obtain  a  security  clearance 
for  the  contractor  or  his  assistants." 

Michael  Gough,  an  OTA  senior 
analyst  and  project  director  of  the 
Agent  Orange  review  panel,  told  the 
committee  that,  "OTA  found  so  few 
details  presented  about  the  large 
study  that  it  was  impossible  to  evalu- 
ate the  plan." 

If  details  were  lacking,  part  of  the 
reason  was  VA's  failure  to  obtain  se- 
curity clearances  for  the  UCLA  staff. 
But  even  if  those  clearances  had  been 
forthcoming,  a  GAO  report  ques- 
tioned whether  the  information  re- 
quired would  still  be  available  in  a 


usable  form  to  the  researchers: 

"Army  records  from  the  Vietnam 
conflict  are  neither  complete  nor  well 
organized  because  of  the  rapid  pull- 
out  from  Vietnam  ....  The  Army's 
records  search  for  the  location  of  com- 
panies in  one  combat  battalion  during 
a  one-year  period  took  two  months, 
265  staff  hours  and  cost  about  $3,500, 
not  including  computer  time  or  the 
cost  of  locating  the  approximately 
2,400  personnel  who  were  assigned  to 
the  unit  during  the  12-month  period. 
Performing  the  same  analysis  for  the 
approximately  330  Army  combat  bat- 
talions in  Vietnam  could  cost  over 
$1.1  million." 

Similar  testimony  was  heard  con- 
cerning VA  record-keeping  systems 
that  are  either  incomplete  or  inac- 
curate and  thus  of  little  use  to  re- 
searchers seeking  to  identify  partic- 
ular groups  of  Vietnam  veterans. 

At  this  writing  (late  December, 
1981)  the  protocol  has  been  returned

to  UCLA  for  revision.  The  revised 
protocol  is  due  for  review  in  early 
1982  and  the  reports  of  that  review 
should  be  made  public  sometime  in 
the  spring. 

So,  what  this  means  is  simply  that 
the  VA  still  doesn't  have  a  scientif- 
ically valid  protocol  for  the  study 
of  Agent  Orange  exposed  Vietnam 
veterans.  And  no  one,  it  appears,  is 
more  upset  with  this  slow  pace  than 
the  VA's  Administrator,  Robert  P. 
Nimmo: 

"I  am  frustrated  by  the  fact  that 
more  progress  has  not  been  made 
towards  finding  answers  .  .  . ,"  he  told 


the  Senate  Veterans  Committee.  "I 
firmly  believe  that  the  VA  must  take 
a  more  aggressive  stance  in  address- 
ing this  issue." 

But  the  VA  has  satisfied  one  aspect 
of  the  law.  P.L.  96-151  also  directed 
the  VA  to  undertake  a  comprehen- 
sive review  of  worldwide  scientific 
literature  on  Agent  Orange,  the 
notion  being  that  you've  got  to  know 
what  others  have  already  studied  be- 
fore deciding  what  still  needs  study. 
The  two-volume  report,  which  in- 
cludes an  annotated  bibliography  and 
analysis  of  1,200  scientific  papers, 
was  submitted  to  the  VA  on  October 
1,  1981.  The  VA  has  made  copies  of 
the  report  available  to  all  scientific 
groups  engaged  in  Agent  Orange  re- 
search, both  within  the  U.S.  and 
overseas. 

The  Operation 
Ranch  Hand  Study 

Between  1962  and  1970,  the  Air 
Force  conducted  the  majority  of  aeri- 
al sprayings  of  Agent  Orange  in 
South  Vietnam  under  the  code  name, 
"Operation  Ranch  Hand."  Unlike  the 
case  of  ground  troops  exposed  to 
Agent  Orange  in  South  Vietnam,  the 
Air  Force  has  a  cadre  of  "Ranch 
Hand"  aircrewmen  who  can  be  read- 
ily identified  as  having  been  ex- 
posed to  Agent  Orange  and  its  dioxin 
contaminants. 

The  study  protocol  (which  has  been 
reviewed  and  approved)  consists  of 
three  elements:  (1)  a  mortality  study 
(death),  (2)  a  morbidity  study  (dis- 
ease, including  birth  defects  in  off- 
springs), and  (3)  follow-up. 

Lieut.  Gen.  Paul  W.  Myers,  the  Air 
Force's  Surgeon  General,  described 
how  the  study  will  be  conducted:  "All 
possible  Ranch  Handers  and  controls 
will  be  interviewed  during  the  six 
months  subsequent  to  September 
1981.  The  questionnaire  will  identify 
the  health,  medical,  demographic,  so- 
cial and  psychological  condition  of 
the  study  subjects  and  their  imme- 
diate families. 

"Study  subjects  will  also  be  asked 
to  participate  in  an  extensive  physical 
examination  ....  The  initial  round 
of  questionnaires  and  physicals  will 
be  the  basis  for  the  remainder  of  the 
study.  Follow-up  examinations  will 
be  at  3,  5,  10,  15  and  20  years." 

Critics  of  the  "Ranch  Hand"  study 
maintain  that  many  of  the  Air  Force 
pilots  who  flew  Agent  Orange  mis- 
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sions  are  now  employed  as  civilian 
airline  pilots  and  that  for  them  to 
candidly  admit  to  any  of  the  symp- 
toms ascribed  to  Agent  Orange  expo- 
sure would  threaten  their  jobs.  The 
Air  Force,  however,  thinks  the  study 
protocol  is  sufficiently  thorough  to 
point  out  any  problems  that  may  not 
show  up  in  the  questionnaire. 

Centers  for  Disease 
Control  Studies 

The  Atlanta  Centers  for  Disease 
Control  has,  for  a  number  of  years, 
been  studying  birth  defects  in  chil- 
dren born  in  the  greater  Atlanta  area. 
At  the  request  of  the  White  House's 
Agent  Orange  Working  Group,  they 
expanded  their  studies  to  include  the 
children  of  Vietnam  veterans.  The  re- 
search is  jointly  funded  by  the  De- 
partments of  Health  and  Human  Ser- 
vices and  Defense  and  the  VA. 

Additionally,  the  National  Institute 
for  Occupational  Safety  and  Health, 
a  division  of  the  Centers  for  Disease 
Control,  is  assembling  a  registry  of 
workers  in  the  United  States  who 
have  been  involved  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  2,4,5,-T,  the  herbicide  in 
Agent  Orange  which  contains  dioxin 
as  a  manufacturing  contaminant. 

No  conclusions  have  been  drawn 
from  either  of  the  fledgling  CDC 
studies. 

Other  Agent  Orange  Studies 

A  number  of  states  have  set  up 
Agent  Orange  commissions  for  the 
purpose  of  undertaking  or  monitoring 
Agent  Orange  research.  These  com- 
missions have,  for  the  most  part,  been 
plugged  into  the  federal  government's 
system  of  exchanging  information  on 
the  subject  as  directed  by  the  White 
House  Agent  Orange  Working  Group. 

Further,  cooperative  efforts  have 
been  launched  with  scientists  from 
other  countries  engaged  in  Agent 
Orange  research.  The  governments 
of  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  both 
of  which  sent  ground  forces  to  Viet- 
nam, are  actively  engaged  in  Agent 
Orange-related  inquiries.  Other  coun- 
tries, such  as  Italy,  where  a  wide- 
spread 2,4,5,-T  manufacturing  acci- 
dent exposed  thousands  of  people  to 
dioxin,  have  also  joined  the  effort. 

The  Nature  of  the  Beast 

Even  if  all  the  research  protocols 
are  approved,  all  the  troops  exposed 


to  Agent  Orange  identified  and  ex- 
amined, and  all  the  scientific  infor- 
mation is  forthcoming,  there  are  still 
no  guarantees  that  scientists  will  find 
the  answers. 

"It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that 
absolutes  in  terms  of  answers  may  be 
beyond  the  reach  of  science,"  said 
Deputy  Under  Secretary  Stockdale. 
"It  is  hoped,  at  the  very  least,  that 
interim  and  final  research  results  will 
provide  enlightened  guidance  for  the 
development  of  basic  social  and  legis- 
lative policy  in  this  area." 

One  hindrance,  and  a  very  impor- 
tant one,  has  been  the  inability  to  de- 
velop an  exposure  index,  necessary  to 
determine  the  amount  of  exposure  to 
Agent  Orange  that  was  incurred  by 
those  who  served  in  Vietnam.  Al- 
though it  is  possible  to  identify  bat- 
talion or  company  sized  units  located 
in  close  proximity  to  sprayed  areas, 
it's  unlikely  that  individual  exposure 
data  could  ever  be  verified. 

"Unlike  the  soldiers  exposed  to 
ionizing  radiation  who  wore  film 
badges  to  determine  the  amount  of 
exposure  received,  no  such  device  ex- 
isted for  the  Agent  Orange  exposed 
soldier,"  the  Legion's  John  Sommer 
said.  "Further,  while  the  location  of 
battalion  or  company  sized  units  can 
be  pinpointed,  patrols  or  splinter

groups  often  separated  from  their 
units  and  may  have  been  exposed  to 
Agent  Orange  even  though  their  main 
unit  location  does  not  support  this — 
and  vice  versa." 

Another  obstacle  is  the  vaguely  de- 
fined nature  of  some  of  the  symptoms 
reported  by  Vietnam  veterans.  Scien- 
tists know  there  are  a  variety  of 
causes  and  a  variety  of  diseases  that 
are  manifested  in  certain  of  these 
symptoms.  The  list  of  cancer  causing 
agents  alone  is  so  long  and  so  com- 
plex as  to  continue  to  baffle  the 
search  for  a  cancer  cure. 

And  Agent  Orange  was  one  of  only 
a  number  of  potentially  hazardous 
materials  used  in  Vietnam.  Indeed, 
GAO's  report  to  the  Senate  Veterans 
Affairs  Committee  noted  that  in  ad- 


dition to  Agent  Orange,  another — 
herbicide,  Agent  Blue — which  is  an 
organic  arsenic-based  herbicide — was 
also  widely  used  as  were  varying 
amounts  of  DDT,  chlordane,  dieldrin, 
lindane  and  mirex — all  of  which  have 
been  found  to  cause  cancer  in  labora- 
tory animals.  Thus,  GAO  has  recom- 
mended the  VA  study  be  expanded  to 
include  all  veterans  of  Vietnam  and 
not  just  those  known  to  have  been  ex- 
posed to  Agent  Orange. 

They  may  all  seem  to  be  insur- 
mountable obstacles  to  the  layman, 
but  they're  not.  As  we'll  see  in  our 
third  and  final  installment  next 
month,  steps  are  already  being  taken 
to  protect  the  veteran  in  the  interim 
between  investigation  and  results. 
We'll  also  look  at  what  the  Vietnam 
veteran  can  do  to  ensure  his  rights 
are  protected  and  his  health  safe- 
guarded while  scientists  seek  an- 
swers. And  we'll  discuss  how  individ- 
ual Legionnaires,  Posts,  Districts  and 
Departments  can  help  the  Agent 
Orange-exposed  veteran.  In  addition, 
we'll  examine  the  role  played  by  the 
National  Organization  of  the  Legion 
on  Capitol  Hill  and  in  the  halls  of  the 
VA  in  seeing  this  perplexing  question 
resolved — once  and  for  all. 

Apathy  has  turned  to  advocacy. 
Agent  Orange  is  no  longer  being  dis- 
missed by  anyone  within  or  without 
the  federal  government.  Veterans  are 
demanding  answers  and  the  govern- 
ment is  demanding  results.  In  the 
process,  the  workings  of  scientists 
and  their  world  have  come  under 
close  scrutiny.  They've  learned  they'll 
continue  to  be  in  the  limelight  until 
they  learn  whether  Agent  Orange  is 
a  time  bomb  or  a  dud.  n

Together  We  Can  Bring  Them  Home

Mr.  Solarz:  You  have  lived  with 
this  problem  for  a  long  time.  In  your 
view,  given  your  personal  judgment 
as  you  are  about  to  leave  this  assign- 
ment, does  the  weight  of  the  evidence 
suggest  to  you,  taking  every  thing  into 
consideration,  that  American  service- 
men are  still  living  in  Indochina? 

General  Tighe:  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  Solarz:  And  there  are  still — 
and  this  is  a  somewhat  different 
question — American  servicemen  be- 
ing held  against  their  will  in  Indo- 
china? 

General  Tighe:  My  conviction 
would  be  "yes"  in  answer  to  both 
questions,  sir. 

This  exchange  between  Rep.  Ste- 
phen Solarz  (D-NY),  Chairman  of 
the  Asian  and  Pacific  Subcommittee 
of  the  House  Foreign  Affairs  Com- 
mittee, and  Lt.  Gen.  Eugene  Tighe, 
USAF,  Director  of  the  Defense  Intel- 
ligence Agency,  occurred  at  a  Con- 


gressional hearing  on  POW /MIA 
matters  last  year.  This  testimony, 
along  with  the  growing  number  of 
live  sighting  reports  of  American 
POWs  obtained  from  Indochinese 
refugees,  has  further  strengthened  the 
conviction  of  the  National  League  of 
POW/MIA  Families  that  Americans 
are  alive  and  continue  to  be  held 
against  their  will  in  Southeast  Asia. 

Since  the  fall  of  Saigon  in  1975,  re- 
ports have  been  filtering  out  of  South- 
east Asia  that  Americans  are  still 
being  held  captive.  Following  the 
mass  exodus  of  refugees  in  1979,  live 
sighting  reports  mushroomed.  The 
Defense  Intelligence  Agency  is  cur- 
rently investigating  over  350  first- 
hand reports  pertaining  to  men  still 
in  captivity. 

The  Communist  governments  of 
Indochina  have  shown  little  interest 
in  cooperating  with  the  United  States 
to  determine  the  status  of  the  nearly 
2,500  Americans  still  missing.  The 


Vietnamese  appear  to  view  the  POW/ 
MIA  issue  as  a  means  of  pressuring 
the  United  States  to  normalize  rela- 
tions, regardless  of  the  seemingly 
endless  uncertainty  that  POW/MIA 
families  must  undergo. 

This  callous  attitude  on  the  part  of 
the  Vietnamese  was  made  strikingly 
clear  this  past  summer  when  Hanoi 
returned  the  remains  of  Navy  Cdr. 
Ronald  Dodge,  Navy  Lt.  Stephen 
Musselman  and  Air  Force  Capt. 
Richard  Van  Dyke.  Dodge  and  Van 
Dyke  were  both  known  to  have  been 
alive  in  captivity,  and  Musselman 
was  photographed  beside  the  wreck- 
age of  his  downed  aircraft. 

The  League  is  grateful  that  years 
of  anguish  and  uncertainty  for  these 
three  families  are  now  over.  However, 
this  does  not  excuse  the  Vietnamese's 
purposeful  delay  and  intransigence 
on  the  POW/MIA  issue.  By  this 
latest  action,  the  Vietnamese  have 
confirmed  Defense  Intelligence  data 
that  the  remains  of  American  missing 
are  being  withheld  and  will  be  doled 
out  to  the  U.S.  when  determined  to 
be  in  their  national  self-interest. 

The  National  League  of  POW/ 
MIA  Families  continues  to  press  for 
the  fullest  possible  accounting  of  the 
Americans  still  missing  in  Southeast 
Asia,  but  we  need  your  help.  Mobili- 
zation of  public  opinion  can  bring  suf- 
ficient pressure  to  bear  on  our  elected 
officials  and  foreign  governments. 

Legionnaires  can  provide  valuable 
assistance  to  the  POW/MIAs.  Letters 
to  congressmen,  senators,  the  Secre- 
taries of  State  and  Defense,  and  the 
President  will  encourage  them  to  take 
action.  Letters  to  the  editors  of  local 
newspapers  can  generate  local  opin- 
ion, and  letters  to  the  Vietnamese 
Ambassador  to  the  United  Nations 
(Ha  Van  Lau,  20  Waterside  Plaza, 
New  York,  NY  10010)  can  prevent 
the  Vietnamese  from  brushing  aside 
this  important  matter.  At  your  Post, 
District  and  Department  level,  efforts 
can  be  made  to  keep  members  in- 
formed of  new  developments  on  the 
POW/MIA  issue.  In  short,  Legion- 
naires can  render  a  tremendous 
assistance  to  our  men  by  becoming 
involved.

These  are  questions  representative  of 
those  the  Veterans  Administration  is 
frequently  asked.  For  more  information

Q.  I  have  just  retired  after  20  years 
in  the  Navy.  Do  I  still  have  10  years 
from  my  date  of  discharge  to  use  my 
GI  Bill  education  benefits? 

A.  No,  under  the  present  GI  Bill,  ed- 
ucation benefits  for  all  veterans  expire 
on  December  31,  1989.  The  last  vet- 
erans who  had  the  full  10-year  period 
are  those  who  were  separated  from 
active  duty  prior  to  January  1,  1980. 

Q.  I'm  a  service  connected  disabled 
veteran  and  need  to  know  the  maximum 
amount  VA  will  pay  toward  the  pur- 
chase of  an  automobile. 

A.  If  you  qualify  for  the  automobile 
grant,  the  maximum  amount  is  $4,400, 
effective  October  1,  1981.  You  should 
contact  the  nearest  VA  office  to  find 
out  if  you're  eligible. 

Q.  My  GI  Bill  education  assistance 
unfortunately  does  not  cover  all  of  my 
education  expenses.  Does  VA  offer  any 
other  financial  assistance? 

A.  Yes,  you  should  ask  about  the 
Work-Study  Program.  This  is  a  good 
source  of  additional  income  for  veterans 
enrolled  in  school  on  a  full-time  basis. 
Check  with  your  school's  veterans  affairs 
office  for  the  nearest  VA  regional  of- 
fice for  details. 

Q.  My  friend  received  claims  forms 
for  collecting  the  GI  life  insurance 
based  on  her  former  husband's  death. 
She  was  reluctant  to  apply  because  she 
thinks  she  lost  the  right  to  the  insurance 
due  to  divorce.  However,  I  persuaded 
her  to  fill  out  and  return  the  forms. 
Was  I  correct  in  persuading  her  to  do 
this? 

A.  Yes.  Divorce  does  not  affect  an 
individual's  right  to  insurance  benefits. 
Whoever  is  properly  listed  as  benefi- 
ciary by  the  insured  veteran  will  be 
paid  the  insurance  benefits. 

Q.  Can  a  son  or  daughter  enrolled  in 
Veterans  Administration  dependents' 
educational  assistance  get  tutorial  assis- 
tance while  attending  school? 

A.  Tutorial  assistance  may  be  paid 
to  eligible  persons  receiving  dependents' 
education  assistance.  However,  there  is  a 
prohibition  against  a  close  relative  tu- 
toring the  claimant.

Harold  Brown 

In  what  may  be  the  understatement 
of  the  year,  Harold  Brown  says,  "it's 
sometimes  hard  to  find  a  baby  sitter 
so  my  wife  and  I  can  attend  Dist.  8 
Legion  meetings." 

It's  understandable  when  you  real- 
ize that,  in  the  past  16  years,  OH  8th 
Dist.  Vice  Cdr.  Harold  Brown  and 
his  wife  have  cared  for  110  foster 
children  in  their  home.  Finding  the 
time  for  both  diapering  and  Dist.  Le- 
gion chores  is  but  one  reason  why 
he's  been  named  Legionnaire  of  the 
Month  for  February. 

Since  September,  1966,  the  Browns 
have  had  children  of  all  sizes,  shapes, 
ages  and  colors  pass  through  their 
home.  From  premature  infants  re- 
quiring 'round-the-clock  care  to  seri- 
ously abused  children  needing  equal 
doses  of  love,  the  Browns  have  made 
their  mark  on  the  hearts  of  many 
Ohio  children. 

Harold  is  a  WWII  vet  and  member 
of  Fairfield  Post  11  in  Lancaster, 
OH.  He  has  served  as  Post  Cdr.,  Adj. 
and  Executive  Committee  Member, 
as  well  as  Post  Americanism  Chair- 
man and  member  of  the  Board  of 
Property  Trustees.  In  addition  to  be- 
ing 8th  Dist.  Vice  Cdr.  (during  which 
his  Dist.  has  led  the  Dept.  in  all 
membership  categories)  he  has  served 
as  Dist.  Adj.  and  3d  and  2d  Vice  Cdr. 

He's  rounded  out  his  "free  time" 
in  the  past  by  serving  as  a  Cub  Scout 
and  Boy  Scout  leader,  with  Mrs. 
Brown  serving  as  a  den  mother.  The 


Browns  say  that  while  they've  some- 
times been  deeply  hurt  when  one  of 
their  foster  children  has  been 
adopted  and  has  left  their  home, 
the  rewards  have  far  outnumbered  the 
setbacks.

8  of  the  Dept.  of  Ohio,  in  the 
meantime,  owes  much  of  its  success 
at  recruiting  new  members  and  con- 
ducting important  Legion  programs 
to  the  hard  work  of  Harold  Brown.

Wreckdiving

"What's  treasure  after  all?  For  some 
of  us  wreckdivers  it's  simply  a  photo- 
graph of  the  wreck.  For  others,  a 
porthole,  maybe  a  dinner  plate,  or 
maybe  one  of  those  lobsters  you  find 
on  wrecks,  enormous  monsters  that 
can  weigh  as  much  as  20  or  30 
pounds." 

The  wrecks  Shourot  refers  to  are 
scattered  in  rivers,  canals  and  in  the 
shallower  coastal  waters  of  any  land 
mass.  However,  two  areas  in  the 
United  States  top  the  list  of  wreck- 
diving  favorites.  One,  the  continental 
shelf,  extends  outward  from  the 
Northeastern  coastline.  The  other  is 
the  Florida  coast,  upon  whose  reefs 
countless  15th  and  16th  century  trea- 
sure galleons  came  to  grief. 

Ships  that  sank  in  those  two  areas 
are  prime  diving  targets.  According 
to  Frank  Braynard,  former  program 
director  of  New  York  City's  South 
Street  Seaport  Museum,  the  ocean 
off  Long  Island  is  literally  dotted 
with  wrecks.  Based  on  studies  he  has 
made,  he  believes  that  a  wreck  lies 
every  100  feet  on  that  ocean  bottom. 

A  few  rest  in  shallow  graves.  The 
Arcara  lies  in  30  feet  of  water  where 
it  sank  in  1902.  As  time  and  tide 
cause  the  ocean  bottom  around  the 
disintegrating  hull  to  move,  its  cargo 
of  tin  ingots  that  have  spilled  onto 
the  sand  are  continually  exposed  to 
sight.  The  Arcara  has  whetted  the 
appetite  of  many  novice  wreckdivers. 
This  continual  covering  and  uncover- 
ing is  why  wrecks  yield  mementos 
long  after  they  have  been  located  by 
divers  who  might  otherwise  strip 
them  clean.  Then  too,  the  depth  at 
which  most  wrecks  lie  reserves  them 
exclusively  for  divers  who  are 
equipped  and  experienced  enough  to 
make  deep  dives. 

"You  just  don't  fall  off  a  rowboat 
to  get  to  them,"  says  Shourot. 
"You've  got  to  have  a  vessel  equipped 
with  sophisticated  electronic  gear  to 
even  locate  the  wreck.  Then  you 
should  be  able  to  put  your  divers 
right  on  it,  stand  by  with  support  for 
the  dive  and  be  prepared  to  handle 
any  emergencies." 

Shourot  owns  and  operates  a  68- 
foot  dive  boat,  Black  Coral,  which 
typifies  the  better  wreckdiving  ves- 
sels. Its  equipment  includes  a  port- 
able air  compressor  to  fill  scuba 
tanks  and  a  decompression  chamber. 
A  dive  master,  whose  abilities  have

been  certified  by  recognized  diving 
organizations,  coordinates  and  moni- 
tors all  dives  from  start  to  finish. 

"We  keep  close  tabs  on  divers  who 
go  out  with  us,"  says  Shourot.  "Too 
many  have  gone  into  a  wreck  and  not 
come  out  again.  Some  of  those  ships 
are  lying  bottom  up,  their  interior 
lines  masked  by  rust  and  marine 
growth.  It's  easy  to  get  disoriented. 
You  could  get  preoccupied  with  sal- 
vaging something  and  not  leave  your- 
self enough  air  to  get  back  out.  Or, 
you  might  snag  yourself  on  a  piece  of 
wreckage  and  become  fatally  im- 
prisoned." 

He  recalls  one  incident  in  which 
a  diver  got  trapped  inside  a  sunken 
steel-hulled  freighter  in  the  St.  Law- 
rence River  near  the  Thousand  Is- 
lands, "fwas  there  and  led  the  rescue 
effort.  We  dove  down  and  began 
banging  on  the  hull  trying  to  see  if  he 
was  alive  and  would  respond.  It  was  a 
miracle  that  we  found  him  near  a 
porthole  and  were  able  to  hand  him  a 


was  sunk  by  a  German  submarine 
off  Fire  Island  on  July  19,  1918.  The 
ship  lies  bottom  up  in  130  feet  of 
water.  On  the  day  the  Scotts  made 
their  dive,  visibility  was  approxi- 
mately 30  feet. 

Randy  Scott  was  exploring  the  area 
around  the  wreck  looking  for  souve- 
nirs while  Ann  busied  herself  with 
picture  taking.  After  a  while  he 
swam  toward  the  edge  of  the  wreck. 
It  was  too  dim  to  see,  so  he  switched 
on  his  underwater  searchlight  and 
played  it  along  the  hull.  The  beam 
reflected  off  a  jumble  of  twisted 
metal  and  pipe,  but  one  piece  caught 
his  eye. 

One  of  its  ends  was  flared  and  it 
looked  as  though  it  was  made  in  sec- 
tions. He  reached,  pulled  it  loose  and 
nearly  choked  as  he  screamed  with 
excitement  at  his  find.  It  was  a  tele- 
scope with  all  its  lenses  and  eyepiece 
intact.  He  somersaulted  in  the  weight- 
less environment,  holding  the  tele- 
scope over  his  head  as  Ann  took 
photos.

Given  the 
sights  and  opportunities  a  wreck  of- 
fers, divers  can  very  easily  jeopardize 
their  safety  by  forgetting  to  monitor 
their  supply  of  that  vital  element. 

Randy  Scott  and  his  wife,  Ann, 
both  experienced  divers  in  their  early 
30s,  are  well  aware  of  how  this  can 
happen.  They  were  diving  on  the 
USS  San  Diego,  a  heavy  cruiser  that

time,  realized  they  both  were  near- 
ing  the  end  of  their  air  supply  and 
should  start  for  the  surface.

moment's  hesitation  he  turned, 
spotted  Ann  behind  him  and,  using 
his  last  strength,  dove  down  toward 
her.  His  lungs  were  bursting  for  air 
as  he  reached  her  and  grabbed  for 
her  spare  mouthpiece,  part  of  the 
backup  every  wreckdiver  carries. 
Slowly,  using  Ann's  air  supply,  they 
made  their  way,  together,  to  the  sur- 
face. 

The  incident  underlines  the  scuba 
diver's  proscription  about  solo  diving. 
Never,  never  dive  alone,  they  cau- 
tion. It  also  tells  why  the  San  Diego 
is  a  particular  favorite  with  wreck- 
divers.  "Not  many  divers  can  get  to 
her  at  those  depths,"  says  Shourot. 
"But  I've  been  inside  her  many 
times,  tracing  my  way  with  the  help 
of  blueprints  I  obtained." 

He  sweeps  in  the  direction  of  a 
corner  of  his  office  reserved  for 
souvenirs  from  the  USS  San  Diego: 
small  arms,  ammunition,  cannonballs, 
the  ship's  engine  telegraph  system, 
her  steam  signaling  whistle — Shourot 
even  has  the  San  Diego's  37,000- 
pound  bronze  propeller. 

The  last  item,  of  course,  is  not  vis- 
ible, but  Shourot  relishes  telling  how 
he  managed  to  retrieve  it  even  though 
its  salvage  required  a  considerable 
amount  of  equipment  and  time.  It 
seems  that  a  greedy  rival  almost  beat 
him  to  the  prize.  After  Shourot  had 
blasted  the  propeller  loose  from  its 
shaft  with  an  underwater  explosive,  a 
commercial  contract  took  him  out 
of  the  country  and  interrupted  the 
salvage. 

His  rival  saw  the  absence  as  an  op- 
portunity to  capitalize  on  Shourot's 
efforts.  Diving  to  the  wreck,  he  se- 
cured lines  to  the  propeller  and  sig- 
naled companions  aboard  a  crane  on 
the  surface  to  begin  hauling  away. 

Foot  by  foot,  the  crane  hauled 
the  propeller  upward.  But  as  it 
neared  the  surface,  ocean  currents 
began  pulling  the  propeller  upward 
at  an  angle  to  the  barge.  Too  much 
of  an  angle  as  it  turned  out.  As  the 
crane  lifted  the  propeller  free  of  the 
water,  it  swung  like  a  pendulum  and 
crashed  into  the  barge,  caving  in  its 
hull  and  sinking  it. 

Shourot  smiles  at  the  irony  and 
justice  of  it  all.  The  barge  rests  on 
the  bottom  today,  rather  close  to  the 
San  Diego,  keeping  it  company,  an- 
other home  for  fish  and  another  at- 
traction on  the  underwater  tourist 
circuit.  ©

ducking  careless  drivers.  Walkers 
just  feel  better  and  better. 

"Walking  has  been  a  major  part  of 
my  health  program  for  years,"  said 
Jack  Wilkins,  who  lives  in  Wheaton, 
IL,  a  Chicago  suburb.  "Nearly  every 
evening  my  wife  and  I  take  one  of  our 
dogs  out  and  walk  two  or  three  miles, 
sometimes  more.  On  weekends  I'll  of- 
ten walk  quite  a  bit  farther.  In  fact, 
one  Saturday  a  few  months  ago  I 
went  for  a  walk  with  one  of  the  dogs 
and  ended  up  about  12  miles  from 
home  and  had  to  call  and  have  my 
son  come  and  get  me." 

Fifty  years  old,  Jack  Wilkins  is 
vice  president  of  finance  with  a  com- 
puter software  company  and  travels 
extensively  in  the  U.S.  and  Europe. 
"One  of  the  advantages  of  walking," 
he  continued,  "is  that  when  business 
takes  me  out  of  town  I  can  still  get 
exercise  by  simply  stepping  out  of 
my  hotel  and  walking  several  miles. 
It's  a  remarkable  help  in  calming 
my  nerves  and  enabling  me  to  sleep 
better.  When  I'm  out  walking  I  don't 
think  about  my  problems,  they  just 
seem  to  disappear." 

Many  walkers  echo  what  Jack 
Wilkins  says  about  the  relaxing  ef- 
fect of  regular  walking.  In  fact,  tests 
show  that  it  can  be  more  effective 
than  tranquilizers  in  reducing  ten- 
sion. 

In  his  book  The  Wonderful  World 
of  Walking,  author  Bill  Gale  de- 
scribes a  study  by  Dr.  Herbert  de 
Vries  of  the  Gerontology  Center  at 
the  University  of  Southern  Califor- 
nia. The  volunteers  ranged  in  age 
from  52  to  70  and  complained  of 
nervous  tension,  anxiety  and  worry. 
De  Vries  gave  some  of  the  volunteers 
400  mg.  doses  of  Meprobamate,  a 
tranquilizer.  Another  group  got  no 
tranquilizers  but  walked  15  minutes 
a  day.  Exercise  proved  far  more  effec- 
tive than  tranquilizers  in  removing 
the  volunteers'  symptoms. 

Charles  Kuntzleman,  in  The  Com- 
plete Book  of  Walking,  describes  an- 
other study  by  de  Vries  with  volun- 
teers over  50  years  of  age,  all  of 
whom  had  a  history  of  migraine  head- 
aches. Kuntzleman  said,  "He  (de 
Vries)  found  that  after  a  few  weeks 
of  regular  physical  activity,  the  head- 
aches disappeared — without  medica- 
tion." Kuntzleman  goes  on  to  quote 
the  familiar  medical  axiom:  "Action 
absorbs  anxiety." 

Dr.  Alexander  Leaf,  a  professor 


at  Harvard  Medical  School,  visited 
the  Abkhazians  in  southern  Russia, 
the  Hunzas  in  Pakistan  and  the  resi- 
dents of  Vilcabamba,  Ecuador,  early 
in  the  last  decade.  All  three  groups 
are  relatively  isolated  and  famed  for 
their  longevity  and  outstanding 
health.  Dr.  Leaf  concluded  that  a 
major  factor  in  their  vigorous  old  age 
was  constant  walking  and  physical 
activity.  They  walk  wherever  they 
go  and  remain  physically  and  men- 
tally strong  into  their  80s,  90s  and 
even  older. 


ology  and  aging,  Smith  designed  a 
study  involving  80  women  over  the 
age  of  80.  One  group  took  a  750  mg. 
calcium  tablet  every  day;  one  group 
exercised  30  minutes  a  day  three  days 
a  week;  the  other  group  changed 
nothing.  At  the  end  of  three  years 
the  third  group  had  lost  bone,  while 
the  calcium  and  exercise  group  had 
gained  bone  mass.  Significantly,  the 
exercise  group  gained  about  5.5  per- 
cent more  bone  mass  than  the  group 
receiving  calcium  supplements. 

"I  think  that  was  probably  a  fac- 


"Now  that  Gladys  has  a  microwave  oven,  she  can 
ruin  a  meal  in  one-fourth  the  time." 
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In  his  book  about  these  three 
areas,  Youth  in  Old  Age,  Dr.  Leaf 
pointed  out  that  these  old  people 
scramble  around  their  rocky  sur- 
roundings and  never  seem  to  suffer 
the  broken  hips  and  legs  that  afflict 
the  elderly  in  the  United  States.  Os- 
teoporosis, the  loss  of  bone  materials 
such  as  calcium  and  phosphorous, 
occurs  in  aging  and  makes  bones 
fragile  and  brittle.  Leaf  attributes  the 
apparent  absence  of  osteoporosis  in 
the  bones  of  the  old  men  and  women 
he  studied  to  their  constant  walking 
and  other  physical  activity.  The  con- 
tinuous activity  keeps  the  bones 
dense  and  mineralized. 

This  is  supported  by  the  work  of 
Everett  Smith,  Ph.D.,  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Wisconsin.  A  specialist  in  bi- 


tor  in  my  grandfather's  superb 
health,"  said  Bob  Pohl,  a  newspaper 
executive  from  LaGrange,  IL.  "He 
walked  several  miles  a  day,  worked 
until  he  was  75  and  died  when  he 
was  91.  He  was  always  vigorous, 
alert  and  strong.  I  know  that  regular 
walking  keeps  me  in  better  condition 
and  makes  me  feel  healthier  emotion- 
ally as  well  as  physically.  Walking 
drains  away  the  tensions  that  busi- 
ness creates.  Invariably,  after  walk- 
ing two  or  three  miles  in  the  evening 
I  come  home  and  am  able  to  relax 
because  all  the  anxieties  I  started 
with  were  left  along  the  way." 

What  will  walking  accomplish  for 
someone  who  is  worried  about  his 
heart   and   circulatory   system?

study  of  the  Masai  warriors  by  Dr. 
George  Mann  of  Vanderbilt  Univer- 
sity indicates  that  walking  may  be 
one  of  the  best  things  you  can  do  to 
improve  circulatory  health.  Writing 
in  Reader's  Digest,  October  1978,  C. 
P.  Gilmore  described  Dr.  Mann's  ex- 
amination of  the  hearts  of  50  warriors 
of  the  Masai  tribe  in  Africa.  They 
ranged  between  15  and  50  in  age  and 
routinely  walk  at  least  12  miles  a  day 
herding  cattle. 

Dr.  Mann  divided  the  men  into 
10-year-age  groups  and  discovered 
that,  as  they  grew  older,  their  arteries 
actually  increased  in  size.  Evidently, 
the  constant  walking  stimulated  the 
arteries  to  grow,  rather  than  become 
smaller  as  generally  happens  with 
sedentary  individuals  in  the  United 
States.  Gilmore  noted:  "This  en- 
largement makes  atherosclerosis  in- 
nocuous." 

In  the  same  article  the  author  tor- 
pedoes the  argument  that  walking 
might  increase  the  appetite  and  add 
weight,  rather  than  contribute  to  its 
loss.  Gilmore  said,  "As  for  exercise 
increasing  the  appetite,  nutritionist 
Dr.  Jean  Mayer  has  shown  that  mod- 
erate amounts  of  exercise  actually 
suppress  appetite  in  individuals  who 
are  normally  sedentary." 

It  takes  117  extra  calories  a  day  to 
put  on  a  pound  a  month.  How  much 
is  117  calories?  A  shot  of  whiskey, 
a  small  chocolate  bar  or  a  brownie. 
Now  here's  the  good  news.  Walk  20 
minutes  a  day,  keep  your  food  in- 
take the  same,  and  you'll  lose  a 
pound  a  month.  Here's  more  good 
news.  Walk  an  hour  and  20  minutes  a 
day,  about  five  miles,  and  the  weight 
loss  jumps  to  three  pounds  a  month. 
Start  today,  walk  consistently  and 
you  can  drop  nine  pounds  in  three 
months  or  36  pounds  in  a  year. 

For  those  who  have  problems  with 
diabetes,  walking  holds  out  hope  for 
that,  too.  A  professor  in  Transvaal, 
South  Africa,  studied  eight  diabetics 
who  began  exercising  four  times  a 
day,  30  minutes  each  period.  He  re- 
corded what  they  ate,  blood  sugar 
levels  and  insulin  response.  After 
eight  months  of  daily  exercise,  all  but 
one  of  the  patients  had  lost  symptoms 
of  diabetes.  All  the  blood  sugar  tests 
were  normal  and  two  patients  who 
had  been  taking  a  drug  to  lower 
blood  sugar  were  able  to  stop  using 
it. 
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However,  along  with  everything 
else  walking  accomplishes,  it's  fun.  It 
is  enjoyable  to  step  out  and  get  the 
muscles  moving;  to  see  other  people, 
to  look  at  nature  and  say  hello  to 
strangers;  to  break  free  of  the  con- 
strictions that  bind  us  in  our  tiny 
worlds. 

"I  play  golf  and  tennis,"  said  Ei- 
leen Vonachen,  a  secretary  in  Peoria, 
IL.  "They're  fun,  but  I  also  try  to  get 
out  and  walk  every  day  through  the 
parks  we  have.  It  puts  me  back  in 
touch  with  something  in  myself  that 
would  get  lost  otherwise.  My  chil- 
dren are  gone  and  I  have  time  to  do 
things  I  enjoy.  Walking  is  one  of 
them.  It's  simple,  it's  healthful  and 
its  pleasurable,  regardless  of  the  sea- 
son, because  each  time  of  the  year  has 
something  special  that  I  like.  There's 
a  lot  of  talk  about  people  staying  in 
good  condition.  If  everybody  just  be- 
gan walking  several  miles  a  day  I 
suspect  the  doctors  and  hospitals 
would  have  a  big  drop  in  business." 


"Walking 

drains  away  the  tensions 
that  business  creates." 


Walking  has  attracted  many  fa- 
mous people.  Harry  Truman,  Thomas 
Edison,  Stewart  Udall,  Greta  Garbo, 
Rose  Kennedy  among  them.  Dolores 
del  Rio,  the  gorgeous  Mexican  film 
star,  is  a  confirmed  walker  and  still 
looks  lovely  in  her  70s. 

Along  with  its  nearly  limitless  ad- 
vantages, walking  has  produced  some 
incredible  athletes.  For  example, 
Charles  Kuntzleman  describes  the 
unusual  feat  of  George  Hasler  John- 
son who  started  out  from  New  York 
and  walked  577  miles  while  not  eat- 
ing. George  lost  23  pounds  on  his 
trip  and  said  he  felt  fine  except  that 
his  feet  got  so  thin  they  lost  their 
cushioning  pads  of  fat  and  became 
extremely  sore. 

In  1972,  John  Lees  of  Brighton, 
England,  set  the  record  for  walking 
across  the  United  States.  Lees  began 
his  walk  in  Los  Angeles  on  April  11, 
1972,  and  arrived  in  New  York  on 
June  3.  A  relentless  walker,  Lees 
traveled  2,876  miles  in  53  days.  Clyde 
Continued  . .  .

McRae  set  the  Canadian  crossing 
record  in  1973,  covering  3,764  miles 
between  Halifax  and  Vancouver  from 
May  1  to  August  4.  For  speed,  there's 
Jesse  Castaneda's  142  miles  in  24 
hours,  or  5.9  miles  an  hour. 

If  you're  looking  for  records  to 
break,  shoot  at  those.  If  you  simply 
want  to  look  better,  feel  better  and 
sleep  better,  then  step  out  right  now 
and  start  walking.  Of  course,  if  you 
have  any  doubts  about  your  health, 
talk  with  your  doctor  and  see  if  he 
has  any  objections  to  your  exercise 
program.  Once  you  get  that  taken 
care  of,  here  are  some  tips  that  you 
may  find  useful  in  getting  started.

building  activity  and  today  has  more 
than  200  members.  Dr.  Robert 
Sleight,  an  industrial  psychologist,  is 
president  of  the  nonprofit  group  and 
has  gathered  an  impressive  collec- 
tion of  pertinent  information  on  the 
sport.  He  points  out  that  brisk  walk- 
ing at  four  miles  an  hour  will  provide 
the  same  health  improvements  as  jog- 
ging, but  without  the  problems  of 
jogging.  For  instance,  each  time  the 
foot  hits  the  ground  while  jogging,  the 
26  bones  and  19  muscles  are  battered 
with  shock  waves  that  travel  from  the 
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heel  up  through  the  ankle,  leg,  knee, 
thigh,  hip  and  back.  Among  other 
hazards,  repeated  shocks  from  jogging 
can  throw  the  vertebrae  out  of  align- 
ment. 

At  the  beginning  make  sure  you 
have  sturdy,  comfortable  shoes  that 
are  roomy  and  well-fitted,  with  soles 
that  provide  cushioning.  Work  boots 
or  rubber-soled  shoes  are  excellent. 

If  you're  not  in  good  condition,  be- 
gin walking  at  an  easy  pace  for  a 
mile  or  two;  less  if  you  get  very 
tired.  Aim  for  at  least  five  days  a 
week.  Gradually,  and  don't  push 
yourself,  add  more  distance  until 
you're  walking  four  or  five  miles  a 
day.  Take  your  time  on  increasing 
the  distance  but  be  consistent;  walk 
regularly  and  briskly. 

Dr.  Sleight  has  some  tips  on  how 
to  walk  for  best  results.  He  says, 
"You  should  land  first  on  your  heel, 
fully  roll  with  your  foot  and  push  off 
with  the  toes.  In  this  way  you  prevent 
bruising  the  ball  of  your  foot  and 
causing  weak  toes.  Also,  swing  your 
arms  as  you  walk,  with  your  hands 
kept  free  for  proper  balance." 

Dr.  Sleight  goes  on  to  say,  "Good 
posture  is  also  important.  Keep  your 
chest  raised  so  your  lungs  can  breathe 
freely.  Walk  as  if  you  had  a  crown 
on  your  head — you've  never  seen  a 
Miss  America  with  bad  posture." 

As  endurance  increases  you  may 
want  to  step  out  for  eight-  or  10-mile 
walks.  Have  fun.  Say  hello  to  people 
you  meet  along  the  way.  Explore  your 
surroundings  and  enjoy  your  travels. 
Be  sure  you're  warm  enough  in  the 
winter  and  getting  enough  fluids  in 
summer.  Above  all,  remember  that 
walking  is  fun,  and  a  pleasant,  enjoy- 
able means  to  better  health. 

Listen  to  Steve  Masters,  a  39-year- 
old  Joliet,  IL,  lawyer  and  regular 
walker.  "In  the  evening,  after  we've 
had  dinner  and  my  kids  and  wife  are 
settled  with  their  activities,  I  go  out 
and  walk  two  or  three  miles.

would  like  to  know  more  about  get- 
ting such  grants,  write  to  the  Office 
of  Energy-Related  Inventions,  Na- 
tional Bureau  of  Standards,  Wash- 
ington, DC  20234. 

To  give  you  an  idea  of  what  can 
be  done,  the  influx  of  woodburning 
stoves  and  furnaces  has  created 
some  problems  which  inventors  are 
busy  solving,  and  making  money  as 
a  result.  In  the  advertising  columns 
of  this  and  other  magazines  you  may 
have  seen  a  device  called  the  Pro 
Sharpener  which  permits  the  easy 
sharpening  of  chainsaws.  Ten  years 
ago  such  a  sharpener  would  have 
had  a  limited  market  because  rela- 
tively few  people  owned  chainsaws 
and  they  usually  knew  how  to  sharp- 
en them. 

However,  to  fuel  all  of  today's 
woodburners,  millions  of  chainsaws 
are  now  being  sold,  mostly  to  novice 
users.  They  know  the  chains  must  be 
kept  sharp  and  in  1977  a  man  named 
Frank  J.  Aksamit  figured  out  a  way 
to  make  the  job  easier,  using  an  ordi- 
nary electric  drill.  Now  the  Pro 
Sharpener  he  invented  is  sold 
worldwide. 

What  we  are  witnessing  today  is 
similar  to  what  happened  when  the 
automobile  came  along  at  the  turn 
of  the  century.  No  one  actually  in- 
vented the  automobile,  but  a  lot  of 
inventions  went  into  its  making.  In- 
ventors are  still  thinking  up  ways 
to  make  the  automobile  better,  and 
today  there  is  a  greater  need  than 
ever  for  ideas  that  will  make  cars 
more  economical,  safer  and  less  pol- 
luting. 

However,  if  you  have  an  idea  that 
you  think  might  interest  Detroit, 
you're  up  against  a  lot  of  competi- 
tion. The  manufacturers  have  big 
research  and  development  staffs  who 
spend  all  their  time  thinking  of  ways 
to  build  better  cars.  That  doesn't 
mean  the  matter  is  hopeless,  but  you 
may  find  out  that  your  big  new  idea 
was  once  used  in  a  Locomobile  or 
Maxwell  or  Stutz  many  years  ago. 

It  isn't  necessary  to  possess  a 
string  of  academic  degrees  to  work 
out  a  big  idea.  Of  course  if  you  want 
to  do  something  involving  laser 
beams  or  silicon  chips,  or  want  to  do 
some  work  in  genetic  engineering  or 
space  travel,  some  advanced  de- 
grees can  come  in  handy.  Still,  the 
Patent  Office  has  seen  a  great  many 
contributions  by  people  who  never 
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made  it  through  high  school.  They 
were  blessed  with  the  ability  to  rec- 
ognize a  need  and  figure  out  a  way 
to  fill  it. 

The  ordinary  flashlight  is  a  good 
example.  Joshua  Lionel  Cowen  fig- 
ured out  a  way  of  lighting  indoor 
flowers  by  encasing  a  small  dry  cell 
in  a  tube  with  a  light  bulb  at  one 
end.  The  light  was  then  stuck  in  a 
flower  pot.  Cowen  lost  interest  and 
a  salesman  working  for  him  ob- 
tained the  rights  to  it.  The  sales- 
man, Conrad  Hubert,  figured  that 
the  lights  could  be  put  to  other  uses 
and  from  this  idea  the  Eveready 
flashlight  was  born.  Hubert  became 
wealthy.  (Incidentally,  so  did  Cow- 
en when  he  went  on  to  invent  the 
Lionel  electric  train.) 

Very  often  such  a  simple  adapta- 
tion can  provide  something  more 
profitable  than  a  complicated  Rube 
Goldberg  contraption  or  an  involved 
scientific  process.  Take  the  Frisbee. 
Yale  students  are  said  to  have 
amused  themselves  for  years  throw- 
ing pie  tins  around  the  campus. 
They  were  called  Frisbees  because 
they  came  from  a  Connecticut  bak- 
ery by  the  name  of  Frisbies.  A  man 
named  Fred  Morrison  saw  this  pas- 
time and  became  interested  in  the 
tins.  He  had  some  disks  made,  im- 
proving on  the  pie  tins,  and  sold 
them  at  country  fairs. 

Following  this  he  offered  the  toy 
for  sale  to  the  Wham-0  Company,  a 
maker  of  slingshots,  hula  hoops  and 
other  toys.  Wham-O  engineers  made 
further  improvements  on  it  and  mil- 
lions of  Frisbees  have  been  sold.  The 
interesting  thing  here  is  that  the  in- 
ventor not  only  spotted  a  good  idea 
which  he  developed,  but  he  also 
proved  there  was  a  market  for  his 
toy.  If  people  did  not  beat  a  path 
to  his  door,  he  went  to  theirs  and 
clinched  the  sale. 

The  way  that  certain  inventions 
achieved  success  is  often  as  fascinat- 
ing as  how  the  inventor  got  his  idea 
to  work.  The  electric  clock  is  an  ex- 
ample. Henry  E.  Warren  invented  a 
clock  that  would  work,  but  he  had 
to  change  the  nation's  electrical 
system  before  he  could  go  into  busi- 
ness. Such  clocks  operate  by  pulsa- 
tions of  alternating  current,  but 
Warren's  problem  was  that  the  fre- 
quency of  the  generators  would  vary 
and  his  electric  clocks  could  be  off

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by  as  much  as  15  minutes  a  day.  So, 
starting  with  the  Boston  Electric 
plant,  he  persuaded  the  nation's 
utilities  to  install  master  clocks  that 
would  keep  the  output  true.  This  job 
accomplished,  he  was  able  to  sell  a 
lot  of  clocks. 

In  all  likelihood  a  good  idea  will 
cause  you  to  think  in  terms  of  a 
patent.  A  patent  is  described  as  "a 
grant  by  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment giving  an  inventor  the  right  to 
exclude  all  others  from  making,  us- 
ing or  selling  his  invention  in  the 
United  States,  its  territories  and 
possessions." 

It  is  granted  for  17  years  from  the 
date  of  issue  and  is  granted  for  a 
"new  and  useful  process,  machine, 
manufacture,  or  composition  of  mat- 
ter, or  on  any  new  and  useful  im- 
provement thereof,  or  on  any  dis- 
tinct and  new  variety  of  plant,  other 
than  a  tuber-propagated  plant,  which 
is  asexually  reproduced,  or  on  any 
new,  original,  and  ornamental  design 
for  an  article  of  manufacture." 

You  cannot  get  a  patent  on  an 
idea.  You  must  "reduce  it  to  prac- 
tice," which  means  you  must  make 
it  work.  A  patent  may  not  be  granted 
on  a  useless  device,  on  printed  mat- 
ter, on  a  method  of  doing  business, 
on  a  machine  which  will  not  work  or 
on  an  improvement  to  a  device  which 
would  be  obvious  to  someone  skilled 
in  the  art. 

In  case  you  are  thinking  in  terms 
of  a  patent  you  will  be  well  advised 
to  consult  a  good  patent  attorney  be- 
cause the  government  does  not  guar- 
antee your  patent  and  will  be  of  no 
help  if  someone  challenges  it.  Thus 
you'd  better  have  the  papers  drawn 
up  by  someone  who  knows  patent  law 
since  once  it  is  offered  for  sale  it  is 
likely  that  someone  will  challenge  it. 
A  cynic  has  observed  that  a  patent 
gives  you  only  the  right  to  sue  or  be 
sued.  Someone  may  infringe  on  your 
patent  or  you  may  be  informed  that 
your  patent  infringes  on  one  that 
belongs  to  someone  else. 

As  long  as  there  are  people  who 
would  rather  pay  lawyers  to  keep 
them  out  of  trouble  than  pay  a  fair 
price  to  inventors  for  using  their  in- 
ventions, there  will  be  a  certain 
amount  of  larceny  in  this  field.  A  few 
months  ago  the  inventor  of  a  widely 
sold  garden  gadget  appeared  on  a 
television  talk  show  and  declared 
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that  his  invention  had  been  "bor- 
rowed" by  dozens  of  companies. 

It  so  happens  that  several  years 
ago  when  his  ingenious  device  was 
being  introduced,  I  attended  a  hard- 
ware show  in  New  York  City  and 
saw  it  displayed.  I  assumed  that  the 
inventor  was  in  for  trouble  when  a 
group  of  Japanese  gentlemen  de- 
scended on  the  booth  and  proceeded 
to  make  a  close  inspection  of  his  de- 
vice. You  can  now  buy  Japanese 
versions  of  it  as  well  as  American. 

However,  manufacturers  also  have 
a  problem.  William  L.  Ericson,  Se- 
nior Patent  Counsel  for  Remington 
Arms  Company,  explained  it:  "We 
are  always  delighted  to  consider 
fresh  ideas  and  are  always  willing  to 
look  at  submissions.  But  the  tech- 
nology of  firearms  is  an  old  and 
very  well  developed  field,  about 
which  a  great  deal  is  already  known. 
So  it  is  not  surprising  that  the  great 
bulk  of  submitted  ideas  are  a  rehash 
of  yesterday's  cold  potatoes.  You 
won't  often  see  one  that  is  not  only 
original  but  technically  practicable, 
and  also  marketable." 

He  pointed  out  that  ideas  sub- 
mitted to  Remington  have  a  tenden- 
cy to  overlap  with  things  that  have 
been  worked  on  independently  and 
perhaps  planned  for  future  introduc- 
tion. Thus  they  suggest  a  patent  for 
the  inventor's  own  protection,  to 
spell  out  just  what  is  original  about 
his  idea.  In  any  case,  Remington 
asks  the  inventor  to  waive  any  confi- 
dential obligation  and  rely  on  any 
patent  rights  he  may  obtain. 

Probably  the  most  important 
point  in  inventing  is  to  figure  out  a 
need  to  be  satisfied.  There  is  no 
sense  in  wasting  time  and  money  in 
developing  something  that  is  not 
wanted.  Thomas  Edison  learned  this 
the  hard  way  early  in  his  career 
when  he  invented  a  voting  machine. 
The  obvious  market  was  dominated 
by  politicians  and  they  wanted  no 
voting  machines  at  that  time.  So  he 
found  himself  with  a  dud. 

Photography  was  invented  long 
before  George  Eastman  was  born, 
but  Eastman  realized  that  it  would 
never  become  popular  as  long  as  a 
lot  of  bulky  equipment  and  much 
technical  knowledge  were  needed  to 
get  pictures.  So  his  inventions  made 
it  possible  for  him  to  advertise,  "You 
push  the  button  and  we  do  the  rest."

He  became  rich  as  millions  bought 
and  used  the  Kodaks  and  film  he 
made.  More  recentlj'  Edwin  H.  Land 
went  a  step  further.  He  realized  that 
people  disliked  waiting  days  to  get 
their  photographs  back  from  finish- 
ers so  he  developed  a  process  that 
permitted  a  person  to  see  pictures 
only  moments  after  they  were  taken. 
Today  millions  of  his  Polaroid 
cameras  are  in  use. 

At  the  other  end  of  the  inventors' 
scale  is  the  fellow  who  dreams  up 
ideas  that  few  people  will  want  and 
buy.  The  Patent  Office  Gazette, 
which  describes  patents  granted, 
contains  more  than  a  few  of  this  na- 
ture. One  inventor  got  a  patent  on  a 
self-tipping  hat,  useful  in  case  a  per- 
son had  his  arms  full  when  a  lady 
strolled  by. 

However,  to  repeat,  right  now 
there  is  a  great  need  for  a  lot  of  new 
products,  so  there  is  no  need  to 
waste  time  on  self-tipping  hats  or 
super  mousetraps. 

Cost  must  be  kept  uppermost  in 
mind  as  you  work  out  your  idea.  The 
price  of  any  product  is  often  several 
times  the  cost  of  manufacture,  and 
more  than  one  invention  has  failed 
because  it  required  special  machin- 
ery, expensive  materials  and  skilled 
workmen.  Costs  are  said  to  be  an  im- 
portant reason  why  car  makers  and 
others  are  reluctant  to  use  new 
ideas. 

There  is  always  a  possibility  of 
larceny,  but  there  is  a  curious  aspect 
of  that — the  likelihood  that  several 
people  may  be  working  on  the  same 
problem  at  the  same  time.  Recogniz- 
ing a  need,  they  will  go  to  work  on 
a  problem  and  come  up  with  similar 
solutions  at  almost  the  same  time. 
A  prime  example  was  the  telephone. 
Alexander  Graham  Bell  and  another 
inventor  named  Elisha  Gray  came 
up  with  similar  inventions  at  almost 
the  same  time.  It  took  a  lot  of  litiga- 
tion to  decide  who  was  entitled  to 
the  valuable  patents.  Bell  beat  Gray 
by  just  a  few  hours. 

At  the  moment  a  great  many  in- 
ventors are  preoccupied  with  energy. 
Let's  say  you  go  into  one  aspect  of 
this.  You  figure  out  that  there  ought 
to  be  a  simpler  way  of  removing  cre- 
osote from  chimneys,  caused  by 
burning  wood,  than  hiring  a  chim- 
ney sweep.  However,  before  you  get 
too  much  involved,  you  had  better 
find  out  what  has  already  been  fig-

your  family's  security. 
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ured  out  by  others.  Yoix  may  be  sur- 
prised at  how  many  have  had  the 
same  recognition  of  a  need. 

We  mentioned  how  hard  it  is  to 
compete  with  research  and  develop- 
ment experts  working  for  large  com- 
panies. Usually  it  is  no  contest,  but 
that  isn't  always  the  case.  Eastman 
has  a  large  staff  of  film  experts  and 
excellent  research  facilities.  How- 
ever, Eastman's  Kodachrome  film 
was  perfected  by  a  pair  of  outsiders, 
two  musicians  named  Leopold  God- 
owsky  and  Leopold  Mannes. 

The  process  of  making  and  devel- 
oping Kodachrome  is  an  involved 
one  that  requires  a  great  deal  of 
technical  know-how.  You  are  likely 
to  come  up  with  something  simpler, 
such  as  a  new  kind  of  game  or  inven- 
tion that  calls  for  a  simple  design 
patent.  Whatever  it  is,  since  there  is 
no  point  in  developing  a  product 
that  is  already  on  the  market,  find 
out  if  something  like  it  is  already 
available.  If  it  is  a  toy,  haunt  the 
toy  stores,  study  some  toy  trade 
magazines,  talk  to  buyers  for  toy 
stores,  and  find  out  as  much  as  pos- 
sible, without,  of  course,  divulging 
your  idea.  Then  get  your  idea  down 
on  paper,  with  sketches  to  show  how 
it  works.  Next  decide  what  you  plan 
to  do  to  protect  it.  There  are  those 
who  decide  against  a  patent,  figur- 
ing on  a  fat  killing  before  others  get 
around  to  copying  the  idea. 

Timing  is  important  in  inventing. 
Sometimes  an  item  that  proves  high- 
ly successful  when  introduced  would 
be  a  dud  if  it  were  brought  out  at 
some  other  time.  And  the  reverse  is 
true.  Henry  Ford  is  said  to  have 
been  anxious  to  develop  a  car  that 
would  run  on  alcohol  so  farmers 
would  have  another  outlet  for  their 
grain.  But  gasoline  was  so  cheap  at 
that  time,  he  gave  up  the  idea  of 
using  alcohol.  Today  he  might  think 
otherwise. 

There  is  another  reason  why  tim- 
ing can  be  important.  Sometimes  an 
invention  has  to  wait  until  a  new 
technology  is  developed,  the  kind 
that  is  stimulated  by  space  pro- 
grams. Often  some  new  technology 
will  usher  in  a  host  of  new  inven- 
tions. Silicon  chips  provide  an  excel- 
lent example  as  they  are  adapted  to 
countless  uses. 

Before  long  someone  may  come 
up  with  a  new  kind  of  storage  bat- 
tery and  we  will  find  ourselves  with

a  whole  new  generation  of  motor  cars 
and  other  products.  To  get  that  bat- 
tery, a  great  deal  of  effort  is  being 
expended  by  big  corporations  and 
individuals.  Again,  some  little  guy 
may  come  up  with  the  answer. 

If  you  should  get  an  idea  for  a 
new  kind  of  battery,  or  anything 
else,  it  is  important  to  keep  careful 
records  of  the  work  you  do  on  it  and 
when  you  do  the  work.  There  is  a 
classic  case  in  the  records,  one  in 


"Forget  your  glasses?"

Explain  the  idea 
you  have,  make  some  appropriate 
sketches,  and  send  the  letter  to  your- 
self, registered  mail.  Now,  file  it 
away  unopened,  just  in  case  anyone 
wants  proof  that  your  idea  existed 
at  a  certain  date.  It  is  by  no  means  a 
patent,  but  it  could  be  important  in 
case  of  litigation.

vision,  weapons  and  movement,  and 
a  visor  was  provided  in  front. 

Although  the  helmet's  form  was 
now  ready,  the  Test  Section  was 
gearing  down  for  the  holidays.  Syden- 
ham, however,  was  gearing  up.  Tak- 
ing the  mold  home,  he  enlisted  the 
aid  of  his  wife,  Zelda,  who  had  be- 
come adept  at  making  objects  from 
papier-mache  for  their  four  daugh- 
ters. Together,  in  the  kitchen  of  their 
white  stucco  home  on  First  Division 
Road,  the  Sydenhams  covered  the 
clay  form  with  layers  of  soaked  pa- 
per, then  set  it  aside  to  dry. 

Later  they  broke  the  clay  out,  rein- 
forced the  paper  shell  and  covered  it 
with  O.D.  cloth.  The  helmet  shape 
that  emerged  from  that  holiday  kitch- 
en was  to  be  repeated  more  than  25 
million  times  during  the  next  four  de- 
cades. Even  today,  as  the  deterio- 
rated prototype  rests  in  Fort  Ben- 
ning's  National  Infantry  Museum, 
the  lines  of  the  American  GI's  helmet 
are  unmistakable. 

Early  in  1941,  a  prototype  was 
rushed  to  the  Metropolitan  Museum 
of  Art.  There,  in  one  furious  after- 
noon, armorer  Leonard  Heinrich 
pounded  out  a  metal  model  in  non- 
ballistic  aluminum  for  use  in  die  cast- 
ing. Meanwhile,  Sydenham  discussed 
the  project  with  his  friend  Brig.  Gen. 
George  S.  Patton,  Jr.,  then  at  Fort 
Benning  forming  the  2nd  Armored 
Brigade.  Patton  encouraged  him  to 
use  a  suspension  system  (lining  and 
chinstrap)  recently  introduced  in  a 
new  plastic  football  helmet  invented 
by  John  T.  Riddell  of  Chicago.  Rid- 
dell's  son  Jack  arrived  shortly  after 
and  assisted  in  adapting  the  hexagon- 
webbed  suspension  to  fit  the  new  hel- 
met's liner.  On  January  26,  the  third 
refinement  of  the  Test  Section's  im- 
proved helmet — Model  TS-3 — was 
recommended  by  the  Infantry  Board 
to  the  Chief  of  Infantry  for  testing 
as  a  replacement  for  the  M/1917. 
Sydenham  and  company  had  com- 
pleted the  design  project  in  an  in- 
credible seven  weeks! 

By  early  April,  as  Hitler's  Panz- 
ers rampaged  through  the  Balkans, 
200  steel  test  helmets  had  been  man- 
ufactured in  Detroit.  Under  the 
watchful  eye  of  the  new  president  of 
the  Infantry  Board,  Brig.  Gen.  Omar 
N.  Bradley,  a  volume  were  distrib- 
uted to  troops  in  the  field  for  testing. 
Ballistic  trials  were  conducted  at 
Continued . . .

Aberdeen  Proving  Grounds,  MD,  and 
all  helmets  passed  by  a  "considerable 
margin."  General  Patton  himself  re- 
ceived the  second  test  model,  and  his 
division  became  the  first  line  outfit 
to  be  equipped  with  the  steel  pots. 

Officially  adopted  on  June  9,  1941, 
as  the  "Helmet,  steel,  M-l,"  Syden- 
ham's brain  child  had  become  a  real- 
ity after  a  dozen  years  of  tinkering 
and  dreaming.  Despite  a  slow  start, 
Patterson's  order  to  develop  a  new 
helmet  design  had  been  executed  in 
less  than  11  months. 

Introduced  to  combat  by  the  Navy 
at  the  Battle  of  Midway,  and  to 
ground  fighting  by  the  Marines  at 
Guadalcanal,  the  M-l  helmet  rode  to 
victory  on  the  heads  of  America's 
GIs.  Then  it  soldiered  on  through

Korea,  the  Cold  War,  Vietnam  and 
into  the  present  decade.  Though 
sometimes  criticized  over  the  years, 
the  sphere-shaped,  ail-American  hel- 
met is  unquestionably  superior  to 
its  British  predecessor  and  saved 
countless  U.S.  and  Allied  combatants 
from  injury  and  death.  Furthermore, 
the  number  of  its  non-combat  uses 
are  legendary — every  GI  has  at  least 
one  story  about  the  steel  pot. 

The  M-l's  40th  anniversary  was 
marked  in  1981.  This  year,  after  a  de- 
cade in  development,  the  Army  plans 


to  begin  replacing  the  steel  pot  with 
a  new,  one-piece,  nonmetallic  model 
which  promises  to  provide  substan- 
tially improved  head  protection.  But 
you  won't  be  able  to  shave  or  wash 
your  socks  in  it. 

Resembling  a  Little  League  bat- 
ter's helmet  and  called  the  PASGT 
helmet  (Personnel  Armor  System  for 
Ground  Troops) ,  it  promises  to  have 
over  twice  the  ballistic  resistance, 
cover  11  percent  more  of  the  head, 
have  a  lower  center  of  gravity,  and  be 
considerably  more  stable  and  com- 
fortable to  wear  than  the  current 
model.  Unlike  the  M-l,  the  PAGST 
helmet  will  be  in  one  piece  and  come 
in  four  sizes — the  smallest  being  es- 
pecially for  women.  Only  the  largest 
will  weigh  as  much  as  the  52-ounce 
M-l. 

It  is  expected  that  the  new  helmet 
will  be  made  of  a  tough,  laminated 
composite  of  resin  and  a  synthetic 
aramid  fiber  developed  by  industry 
as  a  substitute  for  steel  in  radial 
tires.  The  helmet's  thickness — nearly 
%" — gives  it  extraordinary  strength, 
but  a  curiously  different  feel  from 
the  conventional  model. 

Visually,  its  outstanding  features 
are  the  unique  ear  sections  which 
bulge  on  either  side  to  accommodate 
communication  devices,  and  the  low 
back  brim  which  wasn't  allowed  when 
Germany  was  our  enemy.  Its  color 
will  be  the  traditional  olive  drab — 
some  things  never  change — with  a 
textured  finish,  but  the  rim's  edging 
will  be  made  of  rubber  rather  than 
steel.  The  suspension  system  will 
still  be  basically  the  same  as  RiddelPs 
hexagon-webbed  football  helmet  of 
1940,  but  with  simplified  adjustabil- 
ity for  a  more  comfortable  fit. 

Which  brings  us  back  to  Colonel 
Sydenham  who  more  than  a  half  cen- 
tury ago  was  searching  for  a  more 
comfortable  helmet  to  replace  the  tin 
hat.  He  succeeded,  but  the  only 
monument  to  his  remarkable  achieve- 
ment is  in  Virginia,  across  the  Poto- 
mac from  Washington,  DC.  There, 
buried  in  the  files  of  the  U.S.  Patent 
Office  is  Design  Patent  No.  137,390. 
With  line  drawings  readily  recogniz- 
able by  anyone  who  served  in  the 
armed  forces  since  1941,  the  title 
reads:
